The Army’s Reserves 
By BRIG, GEN. WENDELL WESTOVER

HE decisive strength of national 

Armed Forces must ever reside in 
their reserves. In the American past, the 
fullness of this strength has been mobil- 
ized and trained only after the beginning 
of each national emergency. In World 
War II, though the experience of World 
War I was less than one generation past, 
the Organized Reserve strength which 
was ready was only a small fraction of 
the strength which had to be trained 
before we were armed for victory. 

The great lesson of the recent con- 
flict was the tremendous speed-up in the 
attack which makes training of Reserve 
forces prior to a possible emergency an 
absolute requirement. National forces 
must have depth today ‘or they cannot 
maintain themselves through the initial 
crisis of war. Further, the nation cannot 
obtain this depth in terms of its Regular 
Establishment, short of bringing into 
being forces of such vast dimension that 
they would prove an insupportable burden 
to the American economy. We will achieve 
it by means of our civilian components, 
or not at all, 

It is vital that we have strength in 
numbers in our reserve echelons. It is 
more vital and more urgent that we sup- 
port this strength with such a level of 
training and equipment that it will be 
ready to act in the event of an emergency. 

Without a spirit within the Reserve, 
engendered by realistic programs looking 
toward the attainment of a force in being, 
the National Security is in jeopardy. 

Two objects confront us when we con- 
sider this broad problem in its strictly 
operational aspects. We must be able to 
meet the enemy’s initial blow, and then 
react quickly. Equally, we must be ready 
for a rapid build-up wherever his attack 
is stopped and the battle lines are drawn. 
The responsibility of the Reserve in any 
future emergency cannot be understated. 

The enactment of the inactive duty pay 


bill, which recently became law, is one. 


legislative step in the right direction. Mil- 
itary steps have intensive attention by the 
Department of the Army. 





U. S. Chamber on Defense 

Washington — The National Defense 
Committee of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States this week recom- 
mended a six-point National Security pro- 
gram that would include: stockpiling of 
strategic materials, universal military 
training, industrial mobilization plan- 
ning, scientific research and development, 
expansion of our air power, and strength- 
ening of the Armed Forces. 

Sharply critical of the lagging stock- 
piling program, the Committee, which is 
headed by Col. Dunlap C. Clark, ORC, of 
Oakland, Calif., warned of inadequate 
results to-date in the stockpiling of stra- 
tegic and critical materials, and declared 
we are failing to stockpile essential mate- 
rials at a rate sufficient to provide ade- 
quate stocks in event of an emergency. 





Industrial Mobilization Plan 

Industrial preparedness planning has 
reached the point where representatives 
of the Armed Services are ready to start 
contacting approximately 11,000 U. §&. 


industrial plants to discuss their facili- 


ities, what they can produce, and how 
much. 

The program, announced this week by 
Mr. Thomas J. Hargrave, Chairman of 
the Munitions Board, is to be known as 
“Allocation of Private Industrial Capac- 
ity for Procurement Planning of the 
Armed Services.” It contemplates nine 
basic objectives aimed at the allocation 
of private industrial capacity for procure- 
ment of the Armed Services as part of 
the Military aspects of industrial mobili- 
zation planning. 

Cumulatively, Mr. Hargrave states, the 
knowledge gained from the person to per- 
son contact between U. S. Industry and 
the U. 8S. Military forces will provide the 
Government with an up-to-date inventory 
of U. 8S. Industry’s capacity for produc- 
tion for the wartime requirements of the 
Armed Forces. The results, it is stated, 
will be kept current by means of a per- 
petual inventory and will provide a com- 
posite picture of where the bulk of re- 
quirements for war will be drawn from in 
an emergency. 

Briefly the program proposes to: at 

1. Determine where necessary end items 
ean be obtained with particular emphasis 
on those items likely to be most critical 
in a future war. 

2. Assist in orderly distribution of the 
initial increment of the wartime manu- 
facturing load by means of allocating 
production capacity for the production of 
designated products at a specified rate of 
production. 

8: Acquaint industry with part of the 
task it will be expected to perform, and 
encourage its cooperation in planning for 
mobilization of industry. 

4, Bliminate competition between the 
procurement agencies of the Armed Forces 
for the output of a single plant. 

5. Provide a current record of compe- 
tent producers together with estimates 
of their capacities to meet prospective de- 
mands. 

6. Determine what items of supply can- 
not be provided by conversion of private- 
ly owned manufacturing capacity and 
thereby establish a basis for calculation 
of requirements for construction of new 
facilities. 

7. Minimize the need for construction 
of new facilities during war, by fostering 
thorough utilization of existing facilities. 

8. Foster production cost estimation in 
advance by industry in order to expedite 
negotiation of contracts for desired ma- 
terial. 

9. Have in being a system which readily 
can be adapted to clearance of important 
contracts by a central control agency. 

Mr. Hargrave points out that the mili- 
tary representative approaching a specific 
plant, the capacity of which has been al- 
located to his Service, is known as an 
“Armed Services Procurement Planning 





Officer.” He is assigned mobilization plan- 
ning cognizance by his Service to coordi- 
nate the planning for the war load in 
specified manufacturing plant or plazits. 
The officer is created to facilitate mobili- 
zation planning with plant officials. He 
will prevent unnecessary plant visits, 
surveys, and communications and wiil co- 
ordinate planning requirements of the 
Armed Forces in the facilitiy or facilities 
over which he has planning jurisdiction. 

Commenting upon the program Mr. 
Hargrave states that it will provide in- 
dividual manufacturers with a knowledge 
of their probable production role in the 
event of war. 

“For the Nation at large,” Mr. Har- 
grave stated, “it means a device which 
will enable us to achieve full war produc- 
tion in a period much shorter than has 
heretofore ever been realized—a time sav- 
ing device which could mean the differ- 
ence between victory and defeat.” 

The Munitions Board Chief further 
states that if only partially completed by 
the time an emergency occurs, the work 
already completed will be of inestimable 
assistance in gearing that part of our 
industry to emergency war production. 





Army Day Observance 

With “A Strong America is a Peaceful 
America” as an impelling thought of the 
times, and paced by President Truman, 
Army Day is receiving the endorsement 
of the people of America. 

Governors of many States and Terri- 
tories, along with President Truman, have 
issued proclamations setting aside 6 
April, 31st anniversary of our entry into 
World War I and 20th anniversary of 
the inauguration of Army Day, as a day 
on which the nation will meet and know 
its Army. 

Army Day as inaugurated by the Mili- 
tary Order of the World Wars in 1928 
and annually sponsored by it, has for its 
purpose not only a tribute to the Army 
with its ideals and accomplishments, but 
emphatically to bring to the attention of 
the public the necessity of maintaining 
a strong protective Army. 

As the President and the Governors 
have called on the public for fitting ob- 
servance of Army Day, Secretary of the 
Army Kenneth ©. Royall directed all 
Army and military district commands to 
give full cooperation, while leaders in 
all lines of civilian endeavor have paid 
tribute to the Army and Army Day.

National Guard of U. S.

HE rapid growth of the new National 

Guard of the United States is a trib- 
ute to our military leaders who, in 
drawing up a blue-print for national 
security, placed their faith in the citizen- 
soldiers who have served their country 
for more than three centuries. 

Under the policies approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, 13 Oct. 1945, the National 
Guard was given the responsibility of 
furnishing an M-Day Force of 683,000 
men, trained, equipped and capable of 
immediate mobilization in the event of 
any aggression by an enemy nation. 

As of 15 March, the strength of the 
National Guard stood at 231,043. This is 
many thousands more than the average 
peacetime strength of 185,000 before 
World War II and represents more than 
77 per cent of the 300,000 inducted into 
Federal service during 1940 and 1941. 

Greater Strength 

In the comparatively short time ‘we 
have been reorganizing the National 
Guard, nine States already have an ag- 
gregate strength greater than the total 
they inducted into Federal service for 
World War II. These States and their 
present strengths are: Alabama, 7,916; 
Colorado, 2,490; Georgia, 5,544; Hawaii, 
3,529; Oklahoma, 7,674; Puerto Rico, 
6,376; South Carolina, 6,757; Tennessee, 
7329; and Wyoming, 1,549. 

Six States have an aggregate strength 
of more than 10,000 officers and men. Led 
by New York with 13,437, they include 
Pennsylvania with 11,817; California 
with 10,738; Massachusetts with 10,620; 
Illinois with 10,398; and Texas with 
10,291 

Unit organization hag kept pace with 
the growth in strength. Already 4,259 
units have received Federal recognition, 
more than two-thirds of the 6,371 allotted 
to the National Guard. On 19 March 
some 3,906 Army units with 210,428 men 
and 353 Air units with 20,615 men had 
been Federally recognized since 30 June 
1946, when the 120th Fighter Squadron, 
of Denver, Colo., became the first unit 
so honored. 

Budget Permits Growth 

The budget allows for a growth to 4,500 
Army units by 30 June-1948. At present, 
3,906 units have been recognized, and an 
additional 342 authorized to organize. 
Three States, Oklahoma, Alabama and 
North Dakota, have organized their en- 
tire allotted number of Army units. 
Wyoming, which also organized all of its 
Army units, subsequently accepted an ad- 
ditional allotment of troops. Two infan- 
try divisions, the 45th of Oklahoma and 
the 43d of Connecticut, Vermont and 
Rhode Island, have completed organiza- 
tion of all component units. ; 

Unit organization in the Air National 
Guard has been even more successful. 
Twenty-nine States have completed 
organization of all allotted Air units. 
They are: Arizona, Arkansas, Connectl- 
cut, Delaware, District of Columbia,

With- 
in budget limitations, we anticipate that 
approximately 384 units will be recog- 
nized by the end of the current fiscal year, 
and that all of the allotted 514 units will 
be recognized by the end of fiscal year 

1949. 

The over-all goal for 30 June 1948, is 
271,000 men in 4,884 Army and Air units. 
The proposed budget for the fiscal year 
1949 will allow a further growth to 341,- 
000 men in 5,514 Army and Air units. 

Equipment and Aircraft 

This remarkable growth, in strength 
and units, does not tell the entire story 
of the stature attained by the National 
Guard. It has become a major business 
concern, Since reorganization began, the 
Bureau has ordered distribution to the 
States of approximately half a billion 
dollars worth of clothing and individual 
and organizational equipment for Army 
units. Another quarter of a billion dol- 
lars in equipment has been issued to Air 
units of the Guard. It is estimated that 
the Technical Services have on hand 
another half billion dollars of equipment, 
and it will require an additional billion 
dollars to fully equip Army units of the 
National Guard at their full, authorized 
strength of 623,000 men in 5,857 units. 

The major portion of the quarter of a 
billion dollars in equipment furnished to 
Air units is in airplanes furnished by the 
Air Force. To date, these total 1,895 in- 
cluding 732 P-51s, 430 P-47s and 346 A-26s, 
all tactical aircraft. In addition, under 
the light aviation program of the Na- 
tional Guard Army units, some 423 liai- 
son planes, 47 L-17s or Navions and 376 
L-16s or Aeroncas, have been issued. 

This means the National Guard today 
hag 2,271 assigned aircraft, compared 
with the 400 observation planes possessed 
by the Guard when called into Federal 
service in 1940 and 1941. Fifty-seven 
fighter and 10 light bomber squadrons 
have been organized with tactical units 
located on 65 installations in the conti- 
nental United States and two in the terri- 
tories. Total replacement value of these 
facilities would approximate $800,000,000 
and this will increase to a billion dollars 
when the balance of the tactical units in 
the Air Program are organized and acti- 
vated. 

The Governors of the several States 
generally accepted their greatly in- 
creased troop allocations upon two con- 
ditions. They were, first, the enactment 
of Universal Military Training; and, 
second, Federal assistance in the con- 
struction of armories. 

According to a survey made in Novem- 
ber 1947, the National Guard of the 
Several States owned, leased or rented 
1,829 armories. Of these, 1,481 were 
owned or leased by the State or city and 
with other State owned facilities had a 
replacement value of approximately 
$500,000,000.00. 

Armories Limiting Factor 

I am convinced now, as a result of our 
recruiting efforts during recent months, 
that armory construction is the most im- 
portant limiting factor with which we 
have to contend. I believe that we can 
raise—and house—something in excess 
of 300,000 men in our existing armories, 
in war surplus and Army facilities ob- 
tained from the Federal government and 
on the 67 air installations where National 
Guard Air units are now based. If this 
is true, then it is almost axiomatic that, 
if armories are provided to the extent 
of 1,500 additional, we may then move 
the Guard out into communities where 
it has not previously existed, and by so 
doing open up a considerable recruiting 
field not presently available to us. Many 
of the Adjutants General tell me that if 
additional armories are acquired, we can 
£0 very near to recruiting the entire troop 
basis, I am not quite that optimistic, but 
at least we can go a very long way. 

tTior to unification of the services, the 

ar Department sponsored a bill (HR 
4253) providing for the construction, re- 
habilitation, conversion and maintenance 
of buildings, strictures, utilities and 
other facilities, including acquisition of 
land, for the National Guard, Organized 





Reserves and other reserve components 
of the Army of the United States. Since 
unification, however, this bill has been 
sent back to the Secretary of Defense 
with the request that it be expanded to 
include reserve components of the Navy 
and the Air Force, Congressional action 
now awaits action by the Gray Commit- 
tee, which has been appointed by Secre- 
tary Forrestal to study and report, among 
other things, on all legislation affecting 
the civilian components of the Armed 
Forces. 
Recruiting Big Problem 

The desirability of Umt from a Guard 
standpoint provides a little different ap- 
proach than that of some of the other 
components, because we now believe that 
through voluntary recruiting we can ob- 
tain many more men than we have. But 
we gppreciate very deeply that recruiting 
has always been a tremendous problem 
in the, National Guard, and even should 
we succeed in recruiting every last one 
of the 683,000 men presently allotted to 
the Guard we should still be faced with 
a continuing recruiting effort to main- 
tain that strength. UMT will solve the 
problems of both initial and continuing 
recruitment. 

UMT is highly desirable from «another 
approach, and that is the training point 
of view. Graduates of UMT will have 
five times as many ‘hours of military 
training as we are able to provide in a 
single year. That means they will come 
to the Guard with their basic training 
complete, with some training in minor 
tactics and some technical and specialist 
training. We can then train them from 
that point forward, which will be a 
matter of organization training rather 
than training of individuals. Under these 
circumstances, it is conceivable that the 


| Guard would more nearly approach the 


successful accomplishment of its M-Day 
mission. 





Armed Forces Staff College 

Vice Adm. John L. Hall, jr., USN, will 
become Commandant of the Armed Forces 
Staff College, Norfolk, Va., next month, 
relieving Lt. Gen. Delos ©. Emmons, 
USAF. 

Admiral Hall will be relieved as Com- 
mandant, Fourteenth Naval District and 
Commander Hawaiian Sea Frontier, by 
Rear Adm. Robert W. Hayler, USN, 
Senior Member, Board of Decorations 
and Medals. 

The Armed Forces Staff College was 
established in June 1946 by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, to bridge the gap between 
the top-level service schools and the Na- 
tional War College, and to provide inte- 
grated instruction in joint operations. 
General Emmons, who has had command 
since the college was established, has not 
yet been given a new assignment. 

Born in Williamsburg, Va., 11 April 1891, 
Admiral Hall attended William and Mary Col- 
lege before his appointment to the U. S. Naval 
Academy in 1909. Commissioned in 1913 he 
received temporary promotion to Lt. Com- 
mander during the first World War. 

During his service in World War II he par- 
ticipated in the North African Campaign in 
various capacities including duty as Com- 
mander of the West African Sea Frontier 
Force and Commandant of the Naval Operat- 
ing Base at Casablanca. While assigned to the 
latter duty he organized, established and as- 
sumed command of the Sea Frontier Forces on 
the coast of French Morocco, first called the 
Western Sea Frontier, later designated North- 
west African Sea Frontier. For his services 
in that command he was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

In Feb. 1943, Admiral Hall became Com- 
mander, Amphibious Force, Northwest African 
waters, and for outstanding services in direct- 
ing amphibious operations during landings on 
the Italian mainland, was awarded the Legion 
of Merit, and Gold Star in lieu of a second 
Legion of Merit. 

During the invasion of France he com- 
manded Task Force “O,” designated to land 
elements of the Fifth Army Corps on “Omaha” 
teach, for which service he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal by the War De- 
partment. In Oct. 1944 he reported for duty as 
Commander, Amphibious Group 12, Amphibi- 
ous Forces, Pacific Fleet, where he served un- 
til the Japanese were defeated. For his out- 
standing service during the amphibious as- 
sault on Japanese held Okinawa Jima, Ad- 
miral Hall was awarded a Gold Star in lieu 
of a Second Distinguished Service Medal. 

Admiral Hall served as Commander, Am- 
phibious Group 5, Amphibious Forces, and 
Commander, Amphibious Forces, Pacific Fleet, 
prior to his assignment in May 1946 as Com- 
mandant Fourteenth Naval District, Pearl 
Harbor, and Commander Hawaiian Sea Fron- 
tier.

became Secretary of War, by Presi- 
dential appointment, 24 July, 1947. Two 
months later, on 19 Sept., he became the 
first Secretary of the Army, by operation 
of the National Security Act of 1947. 

Since that time, the international situa- 
tion has grown more disturbng day by 
day, and day by day the American 
people have become more conscious of 
their Army, more interested in the man 
responsible for the development and im- 
provement of our largest and oldest 
military service. 

A glance at the past may give a glimpse 
of the future, and the enumeration of 
the major accomplishments since Secre- 
tary Royall took office may give some 
indication of what might be expected in 
the days ahead. 

The first and biggest problem that 
faced Secretary Royall was that of fitting 
the Army into the unification picture and 
of setting up the Air Force as a separate 
Service. An agreement had to be reached 
with the Air Force on the division of 
personnel, equipment, installatons and 
services. This was done without conflict 
or argument, in an epochal step of mili- 
tary progress. The results are attributed 
to Mr. Royall’s determination that there 
would be wholehearted co-operation to- 
ward real unification, on the part of the 
Army. 

A second major problem was the 
economic rehabilitation of occupied areas 
without which there could be no hope of 
endng the occupation. 

Already action has been taken to in- 
crease the pace of economic recovery in 
Germany by raising the level of industry 
and giving wholehearted support to the 
economic fusion of the United States and 
British Zones. Improvement in the opera- 
tion and productivity of the Ruhr coal 
mining industry has been achieved 
through a planned program of incentive 
goods—primarily food items—to the 
miners, and by the return of the mines 
to skilled German management. 

Food, whether provided in such an in- 
centive program by imports or through 
stimulation of indigenous production and 
collection has been emphasized by the 
Secretary’s establishing as a separate 
office the position of Food Administrator 
for Occupied Areas, on 2 Jan., 1948, This 
office has shipped 1,529,000 tons of food 
to Germany during the period 1 Jan.- 
81 March 1948. These shipments have 
resulted in the raising of the level of 
actual food distribution to the normal 
consumer from a low point in January 
approximating 1,200 calories in some 
areas to 1,560 calories beginning early 
in April. This has been accomplished with 
a minimum impact upon the American 
economy through maximum utilization 
of surplus foods and full use of foods 
from off-shore sources, 

The most important developments to 
date in the economic recovery of Japan 
have been the re-opening of that country 
to foreign private trade shortly after the 
Secretary assumed office in July 1947. 
Private trade transactions through 30 
Nov., 1947, included 82 import contracts 
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valued at a total of $17,655,679 and 651 
export contracts totaling $13,608,168. 

Likewise the ground work was laid 
by the Secretary, immediately upon his 
assuming office, for a consideration of 
the vital question of the future of the 
Japanese level of industry, by an ex- 
haustive study of the Japanese industrial 
plants undertaken by Overseas Consul- 
tants, Inc., a group of independent in- 
dustrial engineering and appraisal ex- 
perts who spent the last five months of 
1947 in Japan on this project under con- 
tract with the Department of the Army. 

Finally, enabling legislation has been 
introduced in the United States Senate 
for the economic and educational re- 
habilitation of Japan, ‘Korea, and the 
Ryukyu Islands, 

Since about 1 Sept., 1947, the full 
ration has been fed in Japan, and under 
present plans this can be continued 
throughout the remainder of the fiscal 
year. This accomplishment of full feed- 
ing of the official ration has not heretofore 
been possible in any of the occupied areas 
since hostilities ceased. 

Within the Regular Army itself, vari- 
ous types of overhead were eliminated, 
the biggest and most recent move being 
that which changed the Ground Forces 
Headquarters into a training command. 

Nor has Secretary Royall overlooked 
the civilian components of the Army, In 
fact, it was his suggestion for a re-study 
of Reserve and National Guard require- 
ments which led to the appointment of 
the Gray Board, representing the three 
Services in their consideration of the 
civilian components’ needs, . 

Finally, Secretary Royall has devoted 
considerable time to personal inspection 
of Army facilities and installations. He 
also has taken available opportunities to 
see the other Services in action, attend- 
ing the Florida amphibious maneuvers 
last fall and the Navy’s Caribbean ma- 
neuvers early this year. In addition, so 
so far this year he hag made an inspet- 
tion trip to the West Coast and has 
studied canal sites and defense installa- 
tions in Panama and the Caribbean. A 
visit to Japan and Korea also had been 
planned, for late winter, but had to be 
postponed because of developments here 
and abroad.

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New Army Medical Training 

A revised and greatly expanded pro- 
fessional training program for regular 
Army and Reserve Medical Corps Officers 
has been announced by Maj. Gen. Ray- 
mond W. Bliss, Surgeon General of the 
Army. In line with the policy of provid- 
ing in the U. S. Army the highest stand- 
ard of medical care in the world, the pro- 
gram calls for 1,900 new doctors in the 
Regular Army and an increasing num- 
ber of volunteer Reserve officers on ac- 
tive duty. 

The program is designed to give many 
more Army doctors the training needed 
to meet the requirements for certification 
by the American Specialty Boards, and 
to further integrate civilian and military 
medicine. The new program will facilitate 
the classification and career management 
system already in practice in the Medi- 
cal Corps whereby every effort is made 
to assign professional officers to posts 
where they can practice in their special 
fields of interest. 

Five major aspects of the new training 
program were described by the Surgeon 
General : 

(1) Physicians already resident in civilian 
hospitals are now eligible for commissions 
in the Regular Army, Those commissioned 
may continue their residencies with full pay 
and allowances from the Army and will be 
assigned by the Army to the civilian hos- 
pital in which they are already resident. 
Even in the event of a major emergency, 
residents will complete their training, if it 
is at all possible. Chances of continuing 
training for these men will be at least as 
good as those of civilian doctors in resident 
training, The Surgeon General’s Office will 
commission 300 residents under this aspect 
of the program in 1948, 300 in 1949—50 as 
senior residents, 100 as residents and 150 
as junior residents, 

(2) Civilian interns are now eligible for 
Army Medical Corps Reserve commissions, 
and may continue their internship with full 
Army pay and allowances. Those so com- 
missioned will undertake to accept a com- 
mission in the Regular Army on completion 
of their internship, and will then be per- 
mitted to compete for Army residencies in 
either Army or civilian hospitals. In 1948 
and again in 1949, 300 interns will be in- 
cluded in this phase of the training program. 

(3) During 1948, 500 younger doctors will 
be commissioned and assigned to duty at 
Army hospitals in order to compete for 260 
residencies in both army and civilian hos- 
pitals. Competitive examinations will begin 
either in September or October 1948. These 
residencies are apportioned among the vari- 
ous specialties according to the needs of the 
Army Medical Corps. Resignation of officers 
commissioned under this phase of the pro- 
gram will not be accepted within one year 
after the date of commission. 

(4) One hundred and fifty commissions 
in the grades of Major, Lieutenant Colonel 
and Colonel will be offered in 1948 and 
another 150 in 1949, to doctors who have 
completed their training. This aspect of the 
program is not limited to those men already 
certified as specialists, since outstanding 
officers for command and staff positions 
are needed as well as professional men. 
Applicants for these commissions in higher 
grades will not be considered for residencies 
or specialty training. 

(5) Active Reserve Service for specific 
positions and limited periods will be offered 
doctors who are not interested in a regular 
Army career. General announcements for 
Such vacancies, will be made from time to 
time, Those who come into the service in 
this manner will not be eligible for resi- 


_dencies, but time spent in practice under 


this aspect of the program may receive 





recognition by the specialty boards. 

The program is designed to attract to 
a regular Army career medical talent 
of the highest caliber. One year of ac- 
tive duty as distinguished from training 
duty is expected for each year of training, 
whether the training is received in army 
or civilian institutions. Resignations will 
not be considered until this obligation has 
been fulfilled. 

Training continuous until completion 
of the requirements for Specialty Board 
certification is a definite aim of the pro- 
gram, the Surgeon General emphasized. 

The program has been presented to the 
Council on Medical Education and Hos- 
pitals of the American Medical Associa- 
tion and to the Association of American 
Medical Colleges. Both bodies have 
officially recognized the value of the pro- 
gram in its entirety.

Inactive Duty Pay 

President Truman this week signed H. 
R. 3227, authorizing the Department of 
the Army to pay members of the Or- 
ganized Reserve Corps 1/380th of their 
monthly base pay, including longevity, 
for each regular period of inactive duty 
training. 

The bill places the Reserves in the same 
category as the National Guard with re- 
spect to inactive duty pay. It was pointed 
out by Department of the Army spokes- 
men, however, that while the measure 
sets up the authority for such compensa- 
tion, actual payment of funds will depend 
upon what appropriations are received 
from Congress. Should insufficient funds 
be appropriated, it may become necessary 
to establish a priority system based upon 
what fields of training are the most es- 
sential under the circumstances. 


Gen. Bradley on Radio 

General Omar N. Bradley, Army Chief 
of Staff, will make an Army Day state- 
ment on the radio program “On Stage, 
America” at 9:00 P.M., EST, 5 April over 
the Nation-wide network of the American 
Broadcasting Company. 

Sponsored by the National Guard of the 
United States, “On Stage, America” will 
be expanded from its usual half-hour to 
a full hour to salute the Army. General 
Bradley will be introduced by Col. Charles 
F. Johnson of the Military Order of the 
World Wars, National Chairman for the 
observance of Army Day. 


Gen. Eisenhower Will Not Run 

General of the Army Dwight D. Kisen- 
hower this week reiterated his statement 
that he was not a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for President. 

The retired Army chief of staff as- 
serted through a spokesman that his state- 
ment published in his letter of 23 Janu- 
ary still remained unchanged. The 
Department of the Army spokesman, 
Maj. Gen. Floyd L. Parks, Chief of Army 
public information, said that the General 
“under. no conceivable circumstances” 
would accept the Democratic draft for 
which labor and liberal groups are now 
booming him.

On 1 April, the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services reported, and the Senate 
immediately confirmed, the nominations 
of Air Force officers to become colonels, 
and of officers to become first lieutenants 
in the AF. The colonels were on a list 
nominated on 20 Feb. The lieutenants 
were on a list nominated on 8 March. 
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Navy to Get Lockheed Jets 

The Navy is procuring through the U. S. 
Air Force 50 P-80 Shooting Star jet fight- 
ers to augment its jet training program 
for Naval aviators prior to delivery of 
Navy carrier-based jet fighters in quan- 
tity. 

Through an adjustment in the delivery 
schedule of the Lockheed Aircraft Corp., 
manufacturers of the P-80, the Navy will 
receive the bulk of its P-80’s before the 
end of the Summer. The Air Force will 
delay taking delivery on winterized ver- 
sions intended for cold weather operation 
until later in the year. 

Navy training in the P-80 will include 
familiarization with flight characteristics 
peculiar to jet aircraft, tactical and gun- 
nery problems, and navigational flights, 
all of which can be conducted from Naval 
air stations. Concurrently with the pilot 
program, Navy ground handling and 
maintenance crews will go through an in- 
doctrination course. With the advance 
training, the Navy will be able to speed 
up its present overall air combat readi- 
ness. - 

Jet fighters that are designed for car- 
rier operation by the Navy differ from P- 
80’s in that, in addition to the high-speed 
performance of the P-80, the carrier- 
based fighters also must have high per- 
formance at low speed to enable them to 
take-off from the relatively short decks 
of carriers, and to make arrested landings 
upon return.

minor.” Other “prototype” vessels which 
the Secretary mentioned included four 
new submarines of the high-submerging 
speed type; a new “killer ship,” anti- 
submarine, surface vessel on the nature 
of a destroyer though larger; and a num- 
ber of conversions. 

A covering letter, drafted by then Act- 
ing Secretary of the Navy Kenney, went 
forward with the bill. It stated: 

“If the proposed legislation is enacted, 
wérk will not be resumed on these vessels, 
and they will be retained in their present 
condition for eventual completion if a future 
emergency requires, Thus, the present invest- 
ment in these vessels will be preserved against 
a future emergency. Although no funds are 
currently being expended on the building 
of these vessels, enactment of the proposed 
legislation will result in removing future 
obligations of funds against the United 
States Treasury in excess of $300,000,000. This 
will allow the obligation of funds for the 
construction and conversion of other vessels 
pursuant to the modified shipbuilding pro- 
gram without increasing eventual Treasury 
withdrawals, The vessels embraced in the 
modified Navy shipbuilding program are con- 
sidered essential in order that tuc Navy may 
keep pace with modern ship construction.” 

In February, Secretary Sullivan esti- 
mated that the cost of the new shipbuild- 
ing program would amount to $230,000,- 
000, extended over a period of approxi- 
mately five years. He said that about $16,- 
000,000 would be spent on the program 
in fiscal 1949. 





Submarine Cruises

The USS Threadfin and the USS Spinax, 
departing from New London, Conn., will 
visit Norfolk.

The USS Conger will travel from Key 
West, Fla., to Balboa in the Canal Zone, 
with Reservists returning to Key West 
aboard the USS Sea Owl. 

Reservists making the cruises will be 
selected from submarine reserve divisions 
in the First, Third, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, 
Seventh, Eighth and Ninth Nava! Dis- 
tricts, and from the Potomac River Naval 
Command. 





National Security Requirements 

There are five basic requirements for 
National Security, according to Mr. 
Arthur M. Hill, Chairman of the National 
Sécurity Resources Board. 

Speaking at the recent annual meeting 
of the Pittsburgh, Pa., Post of the Ameri- 
ean Ordnance Association, Mr. Hill de- 
clared the requirements to be: 

Pursuit of a clear, just and honorable 
foreign policy. 

Strengthen our Armed Forces, and thus 
serve notice that we have the military 
capabilities to back up our diplomatic 
commitments, ~ 
Increase our sources and our stockpiles 
of critical and strategic materials, direct- 
ing our research and development activ- 
ities toward the further discovery of sub- 
stitutes by the application of science. 
Encourage in every way new discover- 
ies, in this country and in this hemisphere, 
of new sources of metals and minerals 
including petroleum. 

Support the foregoing by the mobilized 
spiritual resources of all of our people. 
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Functions of Services 
(Continued from First Page) 
“eommon missions” set forth in the cur- 
rent executive order, but containing more 
specific details, stressing again coordina- 
tion and mutual support, plus a provision 
that all matters of strategic significance 
must be referred to the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Section III details the functions of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff (something that is 
not done in the current Executive Order.) 
Portions of this section are a repetition 
of the text of the law, but others are 
elaboration and new doctrine, apparently 
based on that provision of the law which 
says they shall have “such other func- 
tions as the President and the Secretary 
may direct.” For example, the law speci- 
fies that the JCS shall establish unified 
commands, but the new paper adds that 
they shall authorize field commanders to 
establish subordinate unified commands. 
One provision (No. 11) charges the JCS 
with the duty of preparing: a statement 
of military requirements “based upon 

greed strategic considerations, joint out- 

line war plans, and current national se- 
curity commitments,” to be used by the 
Secretary and the Departments in pre- 
paring the budget. 

Sections IV, V, and VI, set forth the 
primary and collateral functions of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and Air 
Force, respectively. 

The Army’s functions remain generally 
as they were before, with the addition 
of specific authorization to “organize, 
train, and equip Army antiaircraft artil- 
lery units,” thus clarifying this function. 
It also provides thi ut the Army shall have 

“primary interest” in the development 
of airborne doctrines, procedures and 
equipment of common interest to the 
Army and Marine Corps. As a “collateral” 
function it is authorized to provide forces 
and equipment for and to conduct con- 
trolled mine field operations, a function 
which in pre-war days was assigned to the 
Coast Artillery Corps. 

The Navy section gives it the functions 
outlined in the first Executive Order, but 
adding, after the specification that it 
shall be ready primarily for prompt and 
sustained combat operations at sea, the 
provision “and for air and land operations 
incident thereto.” It is also specified as a 
primary function that the Navy shall be 
“responsible for the amphibious training 
of all forces as assigned for joint am- 
phibious operations in accordance with 
the policies and doctrines of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” 

The Navy continues its primary respon- 
sibility for naval reconnaissance, anti- 
submarine warfare, protection of ship- 
ping, with the addition of “for mine lay- 
ing, including the air aspects thereof.” 
It is also charged with providing naval, 
including naval air, forces for the defense 
of the United States against Air Attack. 

The Marine Corps may not only operate 
with the Fleet and-in the seizure or de- 
fense of naval bases but also in the “con- 
duct of such land operations as may be 
essential to the prosecution of a naval 
campaign.” It is specifically provided, 
however, that “these functions do not 
contemplate the creation of a second land 
Army.” 

A primary function assigned to the 
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Marines is the “development of those 
landing force tactics, technique, and 
equipment which are of common interest 
to the Army and the Marine Corps.” 

The Air Force functions repeat the re- 
sponsibility for strategic air warfare, as 
contained in earlier directives. Its air de- 
fense responsibilities are strengthened, 
however, for whereas the earlier Order 
provided only that it was to “supply the 
means for coordination of air defense 
among all services,” the new one assigns 
as a primary function “for defense of the 
United States against air attack in ac 
cordance with the policies and procedures 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff.” 

As a “collateral” function, the Air 
Force may “conduct anti-submarine war- 
fare” and “protect shipping,’ and also 
may “conduct aerial minelaying opera- 
tions.’ 

In connection with publication this 
week of the document, “Functions of the 
Armed Forces and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff,” which resulted from the Key West 
conference, Secretary of Defense James 
Forrestal made the following statement: 

“One of the purposes of the recent Key 
West conference was to establish clearly the 
functions of the armed forces, and to de- 
lineate their responsibilities. A considerable 
measure of agreement had been reached prior 
to the conference on many of the issues which 
were controversial at the time that the Uni- 
fication Act went into effect last September. 
There remained, however, certain differences 
among the Services, which had not been 
reconciled by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. Deci- 
sions have now been reached on all contro- 
versial points, and I believe that there is now 
general accord on practically all matters 
which were previously unresolved. 

“I have approved the paper ‘Functions of 
the Armed Forces and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff’ which we worked on at Key West, and 
which I am today forwarding to the Presi- 
dent with the recommendation that this paper 
replace Executive Order 9877 dated 26 July 
1947. If he approves my recommendation, I 


shall promulgate the new ‘Functions’ paper | 


to the Services for their guidance. 

“In the paper, each Service is assigned spe- 
cific functions in which that Service has a 
clear-cut responsibility. Such functions are 
defined as primary functions. In addition, 
each Service is charged with collateral func- 











tions, wherein its forces are to be employed | 


to support and supplement the other Services, 
in carrying out their primary function, when- 
ever such participation will result in in- 
creased effectiveness and will contribute to 
the accomplishment of the over-all military 
objectives. 

“As an illustration of this principle, stra- 
tegic air warfare has been assigned as a pri- 
mary function of the Air Force, and the Navy 
is assigned as a primary function the conduct 
of air operations necessary for the accom- 
plishment of objectives in a naval campaign. 
Provision has been made for naval aviation 
to participate in the over-all air effort as di- 
rected by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. More- 
over, an understanding was reached, which 
does not appear in the ‘Functions’ paper, 
that the Navy will not be prohibited from 
attacking any targets, inland or otherwise, 
which are 
of its mission. Similarly, the Navy has been 
assigned the primary function of anti-sub- 
marine warfare, while the Air Force has been 
assigned that duty as a collateral function. 

“In other words, we have provided for the 
assignment of tasks of primary responsibility 
and have also provided an arrangement 
whereby a Service which can make a contri- 
bution to another Service will do so. Our ob- 
jective, of course, is to win any future war 
in which we may become involved with the 
greatest economy of time and men. 

“A problem which may suggest itself is 
this: ‘How will a decision be made when a 
Service asks for budget authorization for 
force requirements to perform collateral func- 
tions? What arrangement is provided to pre- 
vent duplication? 
likely ?’ 

“The new document provides that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff member of the Service which 
has primary responsibility for a function, 
will serve as the agent of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff to present to that body the require- 
ment for forces to carry out its primary func- 
tion. He will also be responsible for present- 
ing to the Joint Chiefs of Staff, for final de- 
cision, any disagreement within the field of 
his primary responsibility which has not been 
resolved. A protective clause is inserted, 
which authorizes any member of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to present unilaterally any is- 
sue of disagreement with another Service. If 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff cannot reach a deci- 
sion, the matter will go to the Secretary of 
Defense for decision. 

“Thus, as an illustration, the Navy would 
not build a large carrier on the basis of its 
contribution to strategic air warfare. On the 
other hand, it might not be able to justify 
the carrier solely on the basis of its naval 
function, but a consideration of its purely 


' naval function, plus the contribution which 


it could make to strategic air missions, might 


necessary for the accomplishment | 
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be enough to warrant its construction, if so 
decided by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

“The Chief of Staff of the Air Force, since 
he has the primary responsibility for stra- 
tegic air warfare, would be responsible for 
presenting to the Joint Chiefs of Staff the 
requirements for all types of aircraft to per- 
form strategic air missions, 

“The functions of the Marine Corps were 
clarified also. In addition to the functions 
provided for by law, ie., to provide ‘for 
service with the fleet in the seizure or defense 
of advanced naval bases and for the conduct 
of such land operations as may be essential 
to the prosecution of a naval campaign,’ the 
Marine Corps has been assigned primary in- 
terest in the development of those landing 
force tactics, techniques and amphibious 
equipment which are of common interest to 
the Army and the Marine Corps. A specific 
statement appears on the paper that the Ma- 
rine Corps will not build up a second land 
army 

“The decisions reached at the Key West 
conference will be of considerable value to 
the Services. There will still be many diffi- 
cult problems in the practical application, 
but I am confident they can be solved.” 

Text of the paper, Functions of the 
Armed Forces and the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, follows: 

INTRODUCTION 

Congress, in the National Security Act of 
1947, has described the basic policy embodied 
in the Act in the following terms: 

“In enacting this legislation, it is the in- 
tent of Congress to provide a comprehensive 
program for the future security of the United 
States; to provide for the establishment of 
integrated policies and procedures for the de- 
partments, agencies, and functions of the 
Government relating to the national security ; 
to provide three military departments for the 
operation and administration of the Army, 
the Navy (including naval aviation and the 
United States Marine Corps), and the Air 
Force, with their assigned combat and service 
components; to provide for their authorita- 
tive coordination and unified direction under 
civilian control but not to merge them; to 
provide for the effective strategic direction 
of the armed forces and for their operation 
under unified control and for their integra- 
tion into an efficient team of land, naval and 
air forces.” 

In accordance with the policy declared by 
Congress, and in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the National Security Act of 1947, 
and to provide guidance for the departments 
and the joint agencies of the National Mili- 
tary Establishment, the Secretary of Defense 
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hereby promulgates the following statement 
of the functions of the Armed Forces and 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


Section I—Principles 

1, There shall be the maximum practicable 
integration of the policies and procedures of 
the departments and agencies of the National 
Military Establishment. This does not im- 
ply a merging of Armed Forces, but does de- 
mand a consonance and correlation of polli- 
cies and procedures throughout the National 
Military Establishment, in order to produce 
an effective, economical, harmonious and busi- 
nessiike organization which will insure the 
military security of the United States. 

2. The functions stated herein shail be car- 
ried out in such a manner as to achieve the 
following: 

a. Effective strategic direction of the 
Armed Forces, 

b. Operation of Armed Forces under unified 
command, wherever such unified command is 
in the best interest of national security. 

c. Integration of the Armed Forces into an 
efficient team of land, naval, and air forces. 

d. Prevention of unnecessary duplication 
or overlapping among the Services, by utiliza- 
tion of the personnel, intelligence, facilities, 
equipment, supplies and services of any or 
all Services in all cases where military effec- 
tiveness and economy of resources will there- 
by be increased. 

e. Coordination of Armed Forces operations 
to promote efficiency and economy and to 
prevent gaps in responsibility. 

3, It is essential that there be full utiliza- 
tion and exploitation of the weapons, tech- 
niques, and intrinsic capabilities of each of 
the Services in any military situation where 
this will contribute effectively to the attain- 
ment of over-all military objectives. In ef- 
fecting this, collateral as well as primary 
functions will be assigned. It is recognized 
that assignment of collateral functions may 
establish further justification for stated force 
requirements, but such assignment shall not 
be used ‘as the basis for establishment addi- 
tional force requirements, 

4. Doctrines, procedures, and plans covering 
joint operations and joint exercises shall be 
jointly prepared. Primary responsibility for 
development of certain doctrines and proce- 
dures is hereinafter assigned. 

5. Technological developments, variations 
in the availability of manpower and natural 
resources, changing economic conditions, and 
changes in the world politico-military situa-

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Jet-Propelled Helicopters 

Establishment of new . facilities at 
Schenectady, N. Y., for the development 
and testing of component parts of pro- 
posed jet-propelled helicopters, as a part 
of a long-range program in the develop- 
ment of revolutionary aircraft for the 
U. 8. Air Force, was announced this week. 

The new facilities include: 

An outdoor bowl-shaped pit, 150 feet 
in diameter and 13 feet deep, with pro- 
pelling mechanism for the testing of jet 
units located at the tips of the whirling 
helicopter blade; an all-steel structure, 
40 by 80 feet, which is used for laboratory 
and workshop activities, and also includes 
control and instrument facilities for the 
propelling mechanism. 

A special observation room, adjoining 
the pit, has concrete walls 3 feet thick 
to safeguard engineers during the test- 
ing of the rapidly-whirling jet-helicopter 
blade, it was explained. 

Believed to be the first of its kind and 
unique in design and size, the jet-helicop- 
ter development section was constructed 
at a cost of more than $100,000, not in- 
cluding special equipment loaned to the 
contracting company for the project by 
the Air Force. Government-owned equip- 
ment being used includes diesel genera- 
tors, superchargers, and army tank en- 
gines, which drive the superchargers to 
produce air for the jet burners. 








Medical Equipment Repair 

A new program whereby enlisted men, 
skilled in the repair of hospital equipment 
may be made available to all station hos- 
pitals and separate dispensaries of the 
Air Foree, was announced by Head- 
quarters this week. 

The program will be conducted on a 
geographical-air basis rather than a com- 
mand basis. Each enlisted man assigned 
to one of the Air Force bases will service 
all Air Force medical activities in the 
appropriate area. Direct communication 
is authorized between each activity lo- 
cated within the area. 
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Guided Missiles 

The Department of the Air Force this 
week issued AF Regulation No. 90-1 out- 
lining a system of designation and assign- 
ment of names with respect to guided 
missiles, 

Complete text of the regulation is as 
follows: 

1. The following system of designating 
guided missiles has been promulgated for joint 
Army-Navy-Air Force use and is adopted, effec- 
tive this date. 

a. Basic Designation. The basic designation 
shall be a two-letter combination of the three 
letters A(air), S(surface), U(underwater) in 
which the first letter designates the origin 
of the missile and the second letter designates 
the objective. This combination of two letters 
shall be followed by the letter “M”’ indicating 
“missile.” EXAMPLES : 

AAM—Air-to-Air Missile 

ASM—Air-to-Surface Missile 

AUM—Air-to-Underwater Missile 

SAM—Surface-to-Air Missile 

SSM—Surface-to-Surface Missile 

SUM—-Surface-to-Underwater Missile 

UAM—Underwater-to-Air Missile 

USM—Underwater-to-Surface Missile 

b. Service Letter, Model Number, and Modi- 
fication Letter. Each basic designation shall 
be followed by a service letter : “A,”’ Air Force ; 
“G,” Army; and “N,” Navy; and a model 
number which, in turn, shall be followed by a 
modification letter. FOR EXAMPLE: 

SSM-A-3b is Surface-to-Surface Missile, Air 
Force, Third Model, Second Modification. 

NOTE: After approval for joint use, the 
service letter shall be dropped, and the desig- 
nation preceded by ANG. 

ce. Prefix Letters. To designate the status of 
development of a missile, the following prefix 


. letters shall be used : 


X—Experimental 

Y—Service Test 

Z—Obsolete 

2. When conventional aircraft are employed 
as missiles, the standard or basic aircraft 
designation shall be prefixed by the letter “M” 
to indicate “missile aircraft.” 

3. When conventional aircraft are modified 
to serve as controlling or directing aircraft 
for guided missiles or missile aircraft, the 
standard or basic aircraft designation shall be 
prefixed by the letter “‘D’’ to indicate “director 
aircraft.” 

4. When a guided missile is used as a test 
vehicle, it shall be designated by “TV,” fol- 
lowed by service letter, model number, and 
modification letter with the following prefix 
letters indicating the type of testing: 

C—Control 

P—Propulsion 

L—Launching 

R—Research (includes high-altitude sound- 
ing rockets). 

FOR EXAMPLE: CTV-A-1a is Control Test 
Vehicle, Air Force, First Model, First Modifi- 
cation. 

5. Popular Names. A popular name may be 
assigned to a guided missile when the missile 
enters the developmental phase. Before the 
popular name is assigned, the proposed name 
shall be cleared with the Aeronautical Board. 





Instrument Flying Officer 


As a means of insuring proper and 
efficient discharge of duties in connection 
with instrument flying activities, the 
commander of each AF base will desig- 
nate an officer as “officer in charge of 
instrument flying,” Air Force Head- 
quarters directed this week. 

The announcement came in the form 
of an amendment to AF Regulation No. 
60-4A issued 25 March 1924, which sets 
forth the qualifications for those eligible 
for the new post. The officer must possess 
an AF Form 8A, be a graduate of an AF 
pilot school (Instrument pilot), and he 
will be responsible to the base commander 
for all instrument flying training and 
instrument flying proficiency of pilots as- 
signed or attached to the base. 

Commanders are authorized to desig- 
nate one instrument flight examiner for 
each fourteen assigned pilots to examine 
applicants for Instrument Pilot Certifi- 
cate, AF Form 8 (White), and to check 
instrument flying proficiency of assigned 
pilots. 





Reports at USAF Hq. 

After graduation from the University 
of Denver on 20 March 1948, Maj. Reese 
W. Joiner, USAF, is scheduled to report 
in Washington, D. C., on 5 April. Major 
Joiner will be assigned to duty with the 
Logistics and Plans Division, Deputy 


Chief of Staff for Materiel, Headquarters, 
U. 8S. Air Force, Pentagon Building. Pre- 
viously, Major Joiner had been on duty 
at the Air University, Maxwell AFB. 





Personnel Utilization Boards 


The Department of the Air Force has 
instituted a new program calling for the 
establishment of better utilization of 
manpower in all major air commands. 

Under AF Regulation No. 20-29 there 
will be manpower economy boards created 
in all major air commands to study and 
later prescribe a basic Air Force policy 
to effect maximum manpower utilization. 
According to AF Headquarters, man- 
power controls in time of peace are es- 
sential to the efficient and effective 
utilization of limited personnel resources. 
Such a system in being, the Air Force 
states, is a prerequisite to the rapid and 
orderly expansion required under mobili- 
zation conditions. 

The program requests the commanding 
general of each major air command to 
establish immediately a manpower 
economy board as a means of initiating 
continuing action to attain the most 
effective utilization of his personnel con- 
sistent with his assigned mission. These 
Boards will examine continually, unit 
and individual functions at all command 
levels and stations to determine the 
minimum numbers of personnel required 
fur effective performance. 





Perrin Air Force Base 

Perrin Air Fi .e Base, former U. S 
Air Force basic dight training base six 
miles north of Sherman, Texas, was re- 
activated 1 April, 1948, and active train- 
ing of pilot students will begin as soon 
as facilities can be rehabilitated. 

The base comprises 1,177 acres and 
was opened in 1941 at an original cost 
of $6,687,000. It was closed 31 Oct., 1946, 
after having been the training site for 
several thousand aviation cadets. Since 
that time, the base has been on a care- 
takers status, as have been the four 
nearby auxiliary fields. 

When it becomes fully operational, 
Perrin AFB will have a permanent au- 
thorized strength of slightly more than 
1,500 military and civilian personnel, 
nearly 400 of whom will be civilian. In 
addition, there will be a communications 
detachment, a weather detachment, and 
an Air Foree Band. 

It is planned that 265 students will 
be trained in the first class. This total 
will be increased to 470 in the second 
class and to 520 in the following class. 





AF Tightens Storage Methods 

The Department of the Air Force an- 
nounced this week that it will begin im- 
mediately to tighten up on _ proper 
methods to insure the best standards of 
storage and surveillance of all classes of 
Chemical Corps supplies. 

According to headquarters, reports 
have been received which indicate a lack 
of attention to the qualifications of per- 
Sonnel supervising and handling ship- 
ments of bulk Chemical Corps agents, 
toxic bombs, and incendiaries. Improper 
storage conditions and improperly pre- 
pared and supervised shipments may in- 
dicate a lack of proper discipline in 
maintaining storage, handling, and ship- 
ping standards, Air Forces headquarters 
believes. 

Base Commanders are requested to 
emphasize attention to the adequacy of 
qualifications of maintenance, super- 
visory and operating personnel. Attention 
also will be given to adequacy of training 
programs for maintenance, supervisory, 
and operating personnel. 





Air Safety Functions 

‘Effective 1 April 1948 responsibility for 
all policy and regulations pertaining to 
ground safety and flying safety programs 
will be transferred from the Department 
of the Army to the Department of the Air 
Force. 

According to Joint Army and Air Force 
Adjustment Regulations No. 1-11-13 is- 
sued 19 March, the functions were pre- 
viously under the jurisdiction of the Di- 
rector, Personnel and Administration, De- 
partment of the Army.

General Vandenberg was born in Mil-

He was promoted to the rank of Major 
General in March of 1944 and in the same 
year was appointed Deputy Commander 
in Chief of the Allied Expeditionary Air 
Force.

9th Air Force in France. His decorations 
include the Distinguished Service Medal 
(with Oak Leaf Cluster), the Silver Star, 
Distinguished Flying Cross, Air Medal 
(4 Oak Leaf Clusters), Legion of Merit. 
His present assignment with the Air Force 
is Vice Chief of Staff. 

General Spaatz leaves the United 
States Air Force with a brilliant military 
record. Following years of intensive train- 
ing and administrative work General 
Spaatz was assigned as Chief of the Air 
Force Combat Command, Washington, 
D. C., in 1942. The same year he was as- 
signed to Headquarters, Army Air Forces, 
with station at Bolling Field, Washington, 
D. C., and became Commanding General, 
Eight Air Force, the following May. In 
July of 1942 he was transferred to the 
European Theater of Operations in the 
same capacity until November 1942 when 
he became Commanding General of the 
Northwest African Air Force. He assumed 
command of all United States Army Air 
Forces in the North African Theater of 
Operations in November 1943, in addition 
to his other duties. 

In January of 1944 he became Com- 
manding General of the United States 
Strategic Air Force in the Buropean 
Theater of Operations and in June of the 
following year he was assigned Head- 
quarters Army Air Forces, Washington, 
D. C. In 1945 he was assigned to the 
United States Strategic Air Forces in the 
Pacific and in 1945 was assigned to Head- 
quarters Army Air Forces, Washington, 
D. C., as Deputy to the Commanding Gen- 
eral, for Special Organizational Planning.

Section II—Common Functions of the 
Armed Forces 

A. GENERAL 

As prescribed by higher authority and un- 
der the general direction of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, the armed forces shall conduct op- 
erations wherever and whenever necessary 
for the following purposes: 

1. To support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, for- 
eign or domestic. 

2. To maintain, by timely and effective mili- 
tary action, the security of the United States, 
its possessions and areas vital to its interest. 

3. To uphold and advance the national poli- 
cies and interests of the United States. 

4. To safeguard the internal security of the 
United States. 

B. SPECIFIC 

1, In accordance with guidance from the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, to prepare forces and to 





establish reserves of equipment and supplies | 


for the effective prosecution of war and to 
plan for the expansion of peacetime com- 
ponents to meet the needs of war. 

2 To maintain in readiness mobile reserve 
forces, properly organized, trained, and 
equipped for employment in emergency. 

3. To provide adequate, timely, and reliable 
intelligence for use within the National Mili- 
tary Establishment. 

4. To organize, train, and equip forces for 
joint operations. 

5. To conduct research, to develop tactics, 
technique and organization, and to develop 
and procure weapons, equipment, and sup- 
plies essential to the fulfillment of the func- 
tions hereinafter assigned, each Service co- 


ordinating with the others in all matters of | 


joint concern. 

6. To develop, garrison, supply, equip, and 
maintain bases and other installations, to 
include lines of communication, and to pro- 
vide administrative and logistical support of 
all forces and bases. 

7. To provide, as directed by proper author- 


ity, such forces, military missions, and de- | 
tachments for service in foreign countries as | 
may be required to support the national in- 


terests of the United States. 

8 As directed by proper authority, to as- 
sist in training and equipping the military 
ferces of foreign nations. 

9. Each Service to assist the others in the 


decomplishment of their functions, including | 


the provision of personnel, intelligence, train- 
ing, facilities, equipment, supplies, and ser- 
vices as may be determined by proper 
authority. 

10. Each Service to support operations of 
the others. 

11, Each Service to coordinate operations 
(including administrative, logistical, train- 
ing, and combat) with those of the other Ser- 
vices as necessary in the best interests of the 
United States. 

12. Each Service to determine and provide 
the means of communications by which com- 
mand within the Service is to be exercised. 

13. To refer all matters of strategic sig- 
nificance to the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Section I11I—Functions of the Joint Chiefs 

of Staff 

A. GENERAL 

The Joint Chiefs of Staff, consisting of the 
Chief of Staff, U. S. Army; the Chief of Naval 
Operations; the Chief of Staff, U. S. Air 
Force; and the Chief of Staff to the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, if there be one, are the prin- 
cipal military advisers to the President and 
to the Secretary of Defense. 

B. SPECIFIC 

Subject to the authority and direction of 
the President and the Secretary of Defense, 
it shall be the duty of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff : 

1. To prepare strategic plans and to provide 
for the strategic direction of the Armed 
Forces, to include the general direction of 
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all combat operations 

2. To prepare joint logistic plans and to 
assign to the military Services logistic re- 
sponsibilities in accordance with such plans. 

3. To prepare integrated joint plans for 
military mobilization, and to review major 
material requirements and personnel qualifi- 
cations and requirements of the Armed Forces 
in the light of strategic and logistic plans. 

4. To promulgate to the individual depart- 
ments of the National Military Establishment 
general policies and doctrines in order to 
provide guidance in the preparation of their 
respective detailed plans, 

5. As directed by proper authority, to par- 
ticipate in the preparation of combined plans 
for military action in conjunction with the 
armed forces of other nations. 

6. To establish unified commands in stra- 
tegic areas when such unified commands are 
in the interest of national security, and to 
authorize commanders thereof to establish 


such subordinate unified commands as may 
be necessary. 

7. To designate, as necessary, one of their 
members as their executive agent for: 

a. A unified command; 

b. Certain operations, and specified com- 
mands; 

ce. The development of special tactics, tech- 
nique, and equipment, except as otherwise 
provided herein; and 

d. The conduct of joint training, except as 
otherwise provided herein. 

8. To determine what means are required 
for the exercise of unified command, and to 
assign to individual members the responsi- 
bility of providing such means. 

9 To approve policies and doctrines for: 

a. Joint operations, including joint am- 
phibious and airborne operations, and for 
joint training, 

hb. Coordinating the education of members 
of the Armed Forces. 
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10. To recommend to the Secretary of De- 
fense the assignment of primary responsibil- 
ity for any function of the Armed Forces 
requiring such determination, 

11, To prepare and submit to the Secretary 
of Defense, for his information and consid- 
eration in furnishing guidance to the Depart- 
ments for preparation of their annual budg- 
etary estimates and in coordinating these 
budgets, a statement of military re ,uirements 
which is based upon agreed strategie consid- 
erations, joint outline war plans, and current 
national security commitments." This state- 
ment of requirements shall include; tasks, 
priority of tasks, force requirements, and 
general strategic guidance concerning devel- 
opment of military installations and bases,

A Day in the perilous year of 1948, finds our ground forces spread thinly over 
the occupied areas of Europe and the Far East, garrisoning outposts in the 
Pacific, the Atlantic and the Caribbean, and guarding the Panama Canal, with only 
a relatively small contingent in the States for self-training and the defense of the 
homeland, Supporting and supplying these widespread commands, and intimately 
associated with them and with the other Armed Forces in our National Defense 
Establishment, is American Industry. Tcday there is recognition of the fact that 
Industry is an integral part of our war potential, and it is being treated as such in 
defense planning. This is more necessary than ever before because the speed of atomic 
and guided missile warfare will not permit the building up of industry after war has 
started—it must be prepared and ready on M-Day. Realizing the important role which 
war would impose on industry, the Army is working in intimate contact with the 
various plants, the products of which it would require. It knows now that it must 
be thoroughly trained in the use of all weapons and technical equipment with which 
it can be supplied, and through such training and equipment promote its combat 
efficiency. In Washington this week there are conferences between the Chief of Staff 
and the commanders of the Armies in the continental United States. The object of 
these conferences is to make the Army a more effective machine for our security 
through the training of its members and the increase of teamwork with the Navy 
and the Air Force, The country will see in these activities a determined purpose on 
the part of its Ground, no less than on its Sea and Air, Forces, to be in shape to meet 
the power of the Soviet Union should it continue its policy of aggression. 


PPOINTMENT of General Hoyt S. Vandenberg as Chief of Staff of the Air 
Force brings to that office one of the youngest men to attain such leadership 
in the Military Services, and one who has behind him an outstanding record as a 
combat leader and as an administrator. Chief of Staff of the Strategic Air Force in 
North Africa and Commanding General of the Ninth Air Force in Europe, he became 
after the war the first chief of the newly created Central Intelligence Agency, and 
upon the establishment of the separate Air Force he was designated as Deputy Chief of 
Staff under General Carl Spaatz. Facing him in his new position is the task of creating 
virtually a new organization, for while separation of the Air Force has been decreed 
legally it will not be completed in fact for some time—many estimate as long as two 
years. Concurrently he must be preparing for the reconstitution of air defenses strong 
enough, with those of the Army and Navy, to preserve the peace in a troubled world, 
or, if war should come, to assure victory. While welcoming him to his new position, 
the Services note with regret the impending retirement of General Spaatz whose 
leadership and driving energy contributed so much to making our air power felt in 
Berlin and Tokyo and whose faith in his branch of Service made him a strong factor 
in bringing about its great efficiency and eventual independence. 7 


bday should be no delay in submitting to Congress the formal budget estimates 
for the increase in Navy and Marine Corps personnel as recommended to the Senate 
Armed Services Committee by Secretary Forrestal. The vast increase in combat effec- 
tiveness which the Navy anticipates from the proposed increase (63,000 for the Navy 
and 11,000 for the Marine Corps) assures sympathetic consideration by the House 
Appropriations Committee. The Navy does not plan to increase the number of operat- 
ing ships but it does intend to provide additional officers and enlisted men to the ships 
now operating at about two-thirds of their full complement and to increase the steam- 
ing hours of active ships by about 15 per cent. The new personnel, together with the 
modern aircraft to be procured, will make possible the addition of eleven Attack 
Carrier Groups, four anti-submarine warfare groups, and six Marine support. squad- 
rons. In light of the fact that Russia, now in possession of the Germans’ latest sub- 
marine designs and manufacturing plants, is operating more than 250 submarines (five 
times the number Germany harassed us with in the beginning of World War F1) em- 
phasizes the importance of the proposed creation of new anti-submarine groups. The 
Naval subcommittee, under the Chairmanship of Representative Plumley (R.-Vt.) has 
completed its hearings, but not yet reported, the measure, so that it would be able to 
reopen hearings and combine the new with the old estimates.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Soviet authorities in Berlin this week made their long-threat- 
ened move to force departure of the western Allies from Berlin. The means employed 
is that which has been available from the beginning in the fatal 4-Power agreement 
which so divided Germany as to leave the old capital city as an enclave deep in 
Soviet-controlled territory. On Wednesday Soviet authorities announced unilaterally 
that all trains moving into or out of Berlin were subject to stop and search by Soviet 
troops. The American Military Governor, General Lucius Clay, responded by imme- 
diately doubling the guard of the first American train on the Berlin-Frankfort train, 
and the train proceeded without its passengers being subject to search, This prompt 
and proper action, however, could not cope with the later Soviet order to establish 
blocks for the trains, nor igs our military strength sufficient to make it remotely possi- 
ble to overcome that situation. 

Far off to the Southeast, with somewhat similar technique, Moscow has re- 
newed its diplomatic offensive against Iran, which the United Nations thwarted 
two years ago in that body’s most impressive performance, A new note to Iran serves 
the double purpose of denouncing as “nonsense” well-established reports of Soviet 
troops’ activities on the border, and of renewing last January’s stale charges of 
American military “leadership” of the little Iranian army. The actual extent of 
American aid to Iran has been explicitly stated a number of times and is better 
known to Soviet agents in Iran than to most Americans. The charges have been proven 
false and are known by Moscow to be false. They are renewed in order to discourage 
the Iranian parliament from further consideration of the arms treaty with the 
United States. 

The impasse in Berlin brought on by the Soviet governor’s recent termination 
of Allied Control Council meetings can now be tested by General Clay at his pleasure, 
for with the end of March the chairmanship of the Council revolved to the Ameri- 
can member. He can summon the Council, but certainly he cannot compel Russian 
attendance, and the amount of necessary work by the Council, the all-important 
Kommandatura, and the subcommittees without Russian participation is small. It 
is expected however, that the Soviet representative will attend, while devising new 
ways of blocking cooperative effort in Germany. General Clay’s position, in the 
eyes of Germans and of Soviet authorities as well, has been greatly enhanced by last 
week’s decision to leave the Military Government in the hands of the Army (which 
is to say, under General Clay as at present) instead of presenting it to the State 
Department. 

The House, after numerous false alarms from oppositionists, passed the Euro- 
pean Recovery Plan bill by the impressive vote of 329-74, and sent it to conference, 
thereby speaking in terms readily understood by all ERP nations, and others. In the 
bill’s final form $5,300,000,000 was provided for the first twelve months of ERP’s 
estimated 4-year life, plus $425,000,000 in purely military aid to China, Greece and 
Turkey ; plus $420,000,000 in economic aid to China; plus $60,000,000 for the Inter- 
national Children’s Emergency Fund—a total of $6,205,000,000. The amendment 
proffering aid to Spain was stricken from the measure by the Senate-House conferees. 
The House Appropriations committee must still provide the actual funds and will 
hardly do so before 10 May, but interval needs can be met by the RFC’s empowering 
to advance funds. 

After two years’ labor the United Nations has all but given up the hopeless 
task of working out a plan for the International Atomic Agency. Nine members of 
the key committee, finding Russia and the Ukraine still blocking every avenue of 
progress, have now agreed that nothing whatever can be done and laid the blame 
where it must lie, at Moscow’s door, The same nine recognized that Russia’s pro- 

‘ posals are unworkable. 7 

In the Security Council, in pursuit of familiar tactics, Mr. Gromyko charged 
the United States with “wrecking” Palestine partition for the sake of “oil interests 
and military-strategic positions in the Middle East.” He ignored Mr, Truman’s re- 
cent declaration favoring partition as an ultimate solution, and the patent desire 
to avert unnecessary bloodshed through operation of the temporary Arab-Jewish 
truce which the United States seeks, and which it now appears may be granted. 
The solution for Palestine is still obscure, but for the time being the United States 
is free of the commitments so mistakenly accepted in the original vote for partition. 
Meanwhile: the UN Palestine Commission continues its efforts to prepare for possi- 
bilities. It is setting up the form and structure of a provisional government for the 
Jewish State, if and when created. Also it is arranging, in form, for a 1,000-man 
non-Palestinian police force (its composition and origin still undetermined) to func- 
tion in Jerusalem as supplement to the 600-man force of tested Jews and Arabs whom 
the British have agreed to leave there after the 15 May evacuation. The plan is subject 
to Security Council approval, and possibly will also be submitted to the UN Little 

. Assembly. This will not. affect the proposed Arab State. 

The ninth International Conference of American States opened this week in 
Bogota, Colombia, with a gratifying ovation to Secretary Marshall as head of the 
large delegation from the United States. The heartiness of the greeting strengthened 
the view that differences known to exist, particularly with regard to the wording 
of the proposed Pan-American economic agreement, can be reconciled. The Secre- 
tary’s expressed desire to attend the Conference for as long as possible, in spite of 
obvious needs for his continued presence in Washington just now, was accepted as 
evidence of the active interest of this country in the views of Latin America. These 
views are of proper concern, for Latin America’s participation is essential to suc- 
cessful working out of the European Recovery Program, and it is entirely reasonable 
that the conditions of that participation be well understood. There is no inclination, 
among certain large nations there, to disturb still further an already troubled in- 
ternal economy with no assurance of relief. The open discussion will permit a better 
understanding of Latin America’s situation, and our own. To assist Secretary Mar- 
shall in making clear the American position on this phase of BRP, Secretary of the 
Treasury Snyder and Secretary of Commerce Harriman were included in the dele- 
gation. The touchy question of Argentinean, Chilean, and Guatamalan claims on Brit- 
ish colonial possessions, which the United States would be willing to have the Con- 
ference forget, is reasonably sure to force its way to conference attention, The urgent 
item on the agenda, largely explaining Secretary Marshall’s desire to be present, 
- is the decision to be taken on action against subversive efforts; the desire is to have 
united action rather than that of nations acting individually. 














National Guard—National Guardsmen will receive longevity credit for attending 
training periods under the terms of a Bill signed recentiy by President Truman. 
Previously, National Guardsmen received longevity credit only for the 15 days spent 
in summer field training. Pay for longevity amounts to a 5 per cent increase over 
base pay for each full three years of service. Guardsmen receive the equivalent of a 
full day’s pay for each of 48 two hour weekly training periods and for 15 days sum- 
mer field training. The bill as signed by the President also provides for an increase 
in the allowance of National Guard general officers. Previously allotted a straight 
$500 a year compensation regardless of rank, they now will receive 1/30th of monthly 
base pay for their rank for each period of drill or appropriate duty. In the case of a 
Brigadier General this would amount to a total yearly pay of $1,154.79 for the 48 
weekly drill periods and the 15-day summer camp. 

Because of increased enlistments in the National Guard and the desire for re- 
ligious counsel by the members of the Guard, a dire shortage of Chaplains of recog- 
nized denominations exists. Chaplains appointed in the National Guard will, by per- 
forming their appropriate duties, be paid one full day’s pay for each weekly two hour 
training period and will spend a fifteen day periog every summer with their unit in the 
field for which they will all receive pay commensurate with their rank. 

New York’s Gold Medal for 25 year’s “Faithful Service” in the National. Guard 
has been awarded to Maj. Christopher S. Phelan, now on extended active duty in the 
National Guard Bureau, Washington. From the time he enlisted as a private in a 
New York City Guard unit, the 104th Field Artillery Battalion, in November, 1918, 
until he accepted a commission as lieutenant colonel in the Field Artillery Reserve 
in July, 1947, Maj. Phelan, 45, has spent a period of 28 years and 8 months in con- 
tinuous National Guard service, including more than six years on active duty with 
the Army of the United States.

Section ITV—Functions of the United 
8 


tates Army 

The United States Army includes land com- 
bat and service forces and such aviation and 
water transport as may be organic therein. 
It is organized, trained, and equipped pri- 
marily for prompt and sustained combat op- 
erations on land. Of the three major Services, 
the Army has primary interest in all opera- 
tions on land, except in those operations oth- 
erwise assigned herein. 

A. PRIMARY FUNCTIONS 

1. To organize, train, and equip Army forces 
for the conduct of prompt and sustained com- 
bat operations on land. Specifically: 

a. To defeat enemy land forces. 

b. To seize, occupy, and defend land areas. 

2, To organize, train, and equip Army anti- 
aircraft artillery units. 

3. To organize and equip, in coordination 
with the other Services, and to provide Army 
forces for joint amphibious and airborne op- 
erations, and to provide for the training of 
such forces in accordance with policies and 
doctrines of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

4. To develop, in coordination with the oth- 
er Services, tactics, technique, and equipment 
of interest to the Army for amphibious op- 
erations and not provided for in Section V, 
paragraph A 4 and paragraph A 11 e. 

5. To provide an organization capable of 
furnishing adequate, timely, and reliable in- 
telligence for the Army. 

6. To provide Army forces as required for 
the defense of the United States against air 
attack, in accordance with joint doctrines and 
gma approved by the Joint Chiefs of 

taff. 

7. To provide forces, as directed by proper 
authority, for occupation of territories abroad, 
to include initial establishment of military 
government pending transfer of this responsi- 
bility to other authority. 

8. To develop, in coordination with the Navy, 
the Air Force, and the Marine Corps, the doc- 
trines, procedures, and equipment employed by 
Army and Marine forces in airborne opera- 
tions. The Army shall have primary interest 
in the development of those airborne doctrines, 
procedures and equipment which are of com- 
mon interest to the Army and the Marine 
Corps. 

9. To formulate doctrines and procedures for 
the organization, equipping, training, and em- 
ployment of forces operating on land, at di- 
vision level and above, including division, 
corps, army, and general reserve troops, ex- 
cept that the formulation of doctrines and pro- 
cedures for the organization, equipping, train- 
ing, and employment of Marine Corps units 
for amphibious operations shall be a function 
of the Department of the Navy, coordinating 
as required by paragraph A 11 ¢, Section V. 

10, To provide support, as directed by higher 
authority, for the following activities. 

a. The administration and operation of the 
Panama Canal. 

b. River and harbor projects in the United 
States, its territories, and possessions. 

e. Certain other civil activities prescribed 
by law. _s 

B. COLLATERAL FUNCTIONS 

The forces developed and trained to perform 
the primary functions set forth above shall 
be employed to support and supplement the 
other Services in carrying out their primary 
functions, where and whenever such partici- 
pation will result in increased effectiveness 
and will contribute to the accomplishment of 
the over-all military objectives. The Joint 
Chiefs of Staff member of the Service having 
primary responsibility for a function shall 
be the agent of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to 
present to that body the requirements for and 
plans for the employment of all forces to carry 
out the function. He shall also be responsible 
for presenting to the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
final decision any disagreement within the 
field of his primary responsibility which has 
not been resolved. This shall not be construed 
to prevent any member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff from presenting unilaterally any issue 
of disagreement with another Service.

1. To interdict enemy sea and air power and 
communications through operations on or from 





land. 
2. To provide forces and equipment for and 
to conduct controlled mine field operations. 


Section V—Functions of the United States 
Navy and Marine Corps 

Within the Department of the Navy, as- 
signed forces include the entire operating 
forces of the United States Navy, including 
naval aviation, and the United States Marine 
Corps. These forces are organized, trained, and 
equipped primarily for prompt and sustained 
combat operations at sea, and for air and land 
operations incident thereto. Of the three major 
Services, the Navy has primary interest in all 
operations at sea, except in those operations 
otherwise assigned herein. 

A. PRIMARY FUNCTIONS 

1. To organize, train, and equip Navy and 
Marine Forces for the conduct of prompt and 
sustained combat operations at sea, including 
operations of sea-based aircraft and their land- 
based naval air components. Specifically : 

2. To seek out and destroy enemy naval 
forces and to suppress enemy sea commerce. 

To gain and maintain general sea su- 
premacy. 

e. To control vital sea areas and to protect 
vital sea lines of communication. 

d. To establish and maintain local superior- 
ity (including air) in an area of naval opera- 
tions. 

e. To seize and defend advanced naval bases 
and to conduct such land operations as may 
be essential to the prosecution of a naval cam- 
paign. 

2. To conduct air operations as necessary for 
the accomplishment of objectives in a naval 
campaign. 

3. To organize and equip, in coordination 
with the other Services, and to provide Naval 
forces, including Naval close air support forces, 
for the conduct of joint amphibious operations, 
and to be responsible for the amphibious train- 
ing of all forces as assigned for joint amphibi- 
ous operations in accordance with the policies 
and doctrines of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

4. To develop, in coordination with the other 
Services, the doctrines, procedures, and equip- 
ment of naval forces for amphibious opera- 
tions, and the doctrines and procedures for 
joint amphibious operations. 

5. To furnish adequate, timely, and reliable 
intelligence for the Navy and Marine Corps. 

6. To be responsible for naval reconnais- 
sance, anti-submarine warfare, the protection 
of shipping, and for mine laying, including the 
air aspects thereof. 

7. To provide air transport essential for 
naval operations. 

8. To provide sea-based air defense and the 
sea-based means for coordinating control for 
defense against air attack, coordinating with 
the other Services in matters of joint concern. 

9. To provide naval (including naval air) 
forces as required for the defense of the United 
States against air attack, in accordance with 
joint doctrines and procedures approved by 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

10. To furnish aerial photography as neces- 
sary for naval and Marine Corps operations. 

11. To maintain the United States Marine 
Corps, which shall include land combat and 
service forces and such aviation as may be 
organic therein. Its specific functions are: 

a. To provide Fleet Marine Forces of com- 
bined arms, together with supporting air com- 
ponents, for service with the Fleet in the 
seizure or defense of advanced naval bases 
and for the conduct of such land operations 
as may be essential to the prosecution of a 
naval campaign. These functions do not con- 
template the creation of a second land army. 

b. To provide detachments and organizations 
for service on armed vessels of the Navy, and 
security detachments for the protection of 
naval property at naval stations and bases. 

ec. To develop, in coordination with the Army, 
the Navy, and the Air Force, the tactics, tech- 
nique, and equipment employed by landing 
forces in amphibious operations. The Marine 
Corps shall have primary interest in the de- 
velopment of those landing force tactics, tech- 
nique, and equipment which are of common 
interest to the Army and the Marine Corps. 

d. To train and equip, as required, Marine 
Forces for airborne operations, in coordination 
with the Army, the Navy, and the Air Force 
in accordance with policies and doctrines of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

e. To develop, in coordination with the 
Army, the Navy, and the Air Force, doctrines, 
procedures, and equipment of interest to the 
Marine Corps for airborne operations and not 
provided for in Section IV, paragraph A 8. 

12. To provide forces, as directed by proper 
authority, for the establishment of military 
government, pending transfer of this responsi- 
bility to other authority. 

B. COLLATERAL FUNCTIONS 

The forces developed and trained to perform 
the primary functions set forth above shall 
be employed to support and supplement the 
other Services in carrying out their primary 
functions, where and whenever such participa- 
tion will result in increased effectiveness and 
will contribute to the accomplishment of the 
over-all military objectives. The Joint Chiefs 
of Staff member of the Service having primary 
responsibility for a function shall be the agent 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff to present to that 
body the requirements for and plans for the 
employment of all forces to carry out the 
function, He shall also be responsible for 
presenting to the Joint Chiefs of Staff for 
final decision any disagreement within the 
field of his primary responsibility which has 





not been resolved. This shall not be construed 
to prevent any member of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff from presenting unilaterally any issue 
of disagreement with another Service. Certain 
specific collateral functions of the Navy and 
Marine Corps are listed below: 

1. To interdict enemy land and air power 
and communications through operation at sea. 

2. To conduct close air support for land op- 
erations. 

3. To furnish aerial photography for carto- 
graphic purposes. 

4. To be prepared to participate in the over- 
all air effort as directed by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

Secti Vi—Functi of the United 

States Air Force 

The United States Air Force includes air 
combat and service forces. It is organized, 
trained, and equipped primarily for prompt 
and sustained combat operations in the air, 
Of the three major Services, the Air Force 
has primary interest in all operations in the 
air, except in those operations otherwise as- 
signed herein. 

A. PRIMARY FUNCTIONS 

1. To organize, train and equip Air Force 
forces for the conduct of prompt and sus- 
tained combat operations in the air. Specifi- 
cally : 

a. To be responsible for defense of the 
United States against air attack in accordance 
with the policies and procedures of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

b. To gain and maintain general air su- 
premacy. 

c. To defeat enemy air forces. 

d. To control vital air areas. 

e. To establish local air superiority except 
as otherwise assigned herein. 

2. To formulate joint doctrines and proce 
dures, in coordination with the other Services, 
for the defense of the United States against 
air attack, and to provide the Air Force units, 
facilities, and equipment required therefor, 

3. To be responsible for strategic air war- 
fare. 

4. To organize and equip Air Force forces 
for joint amphibious and airborne operations, 
in coordination with the other Services, and 
to provide for their training in accordance with 
policies and doctrines of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

5. To furnish close combat and logistical air 
support to the Army, to include air lift, sup- 
port, and resupply of airborne operations, 
aerial photography, tactical reconnaissance, 
and interdiction of enemy land power and 
communications. 

6. To provide air transport for the Armed 
Forces except as otherwise assigned. 

7. To provide Air Force forces for land- 
based air defense, coordinating with the other 
Services in matters of joint concern. 

8. To develop, in coordination with the other 
Services, doctrines, procedures and equipment 
for air defense from land areas, including the 
continental United States. 

9. To provide an organization capable of 
furnishing adequate, timely, and reliable in- 
telligence for the Air Force. 

10. To furnish aerial photography for carto- 
graphic purposes. 

11. To develop, in coordination with the 
other Services, tactics, technique, and equip- 
ment of interest to the Air Force for am- 
phibious operations and not provided for in 
Section V, paragraph A. 4 and paragraph A. 
11. ¢. 

12. To develop, in coordination with the 
other Services, doctrines, procedures, and 
equipment employed by Air Force forces in 
airborne operations. 

B. COLLATERAL FUNCTIONS 

The forces developed and trained to per- 
form the primary functions set forth above 
shall be employed to support and supplement 
the other Services in carrying out their pri 
mary functions, where and whenever such par- 
ticipation will result in increased effective 
ness and will contribute to the accomplish- 
ment of the over-all military objectives. The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff member of the Service 
having primary responsibility for a function 
shall be the agent of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to present to that body the requirements for 
and plans for the employment of all forces 
to carry out the function.

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Functions of Services 
(Continued from Preceding Page) 
of hostile aircraft or guided missiles after 
they are airborne. 

Air Superiority—That degree of capability 
(preponderance in morale and material) of 
one air force over another which permits the 
conduct of air operations by the former at a 
given time and place without prohibitive in- 
terference by the opposing air force. 

Air Supremacy—That degree of air supe- 
riority wherein the opposing air force is inca- 
pable of effective interference. 

Amphibious Operation—aAn attack launched 
from the sea by naval and landing forces em- 
barked in ships or craft involving a landing 
on a hostile shore. An amphibious operation 
includes final preparation of the objective area 
for the landing and operations of naval, air 
and ground elements in over water movements, 
assault, and mutual support. An amphibious 
operation may precede a large-scale land op- 
eration in which case it becomes the amphibi- 
ous phase of a joint amphibious operation. 
After the troops are landed and firmly estab- 
lished ashore the operation becomes a land 
operation. 

Antisubmarine Operations—Operations con- 
tributing to the conduct of antisubmarine war- 
fare. 

Antisubmarine Warfare — Operations con- 
ducted against submarines, their supporting 
forces, and operating bases. 

Base—A locality from which operations are 
projected or supported. May be preceded by 
a descriptive word such as “air” or “subma- 
rine,” which indicates primary purpose. 

Close Air Support—tThe attack by aircraft 
of hostile ground or naval targets which are 
so close to friendly forces as to require de- 
tailed integration of each air mission with 
the fire and movement of those forces. 

Functions — Responsibilities, missions and 
tasks. 

In coordination with—In consultation with. 
This expression means that agencies “coor- 
dinated with” shall participate actively ; their 
concurrence shall be sought; and that if con- 
eurrence is not obtained, the disputed matter 
shall be referred to the next higher authority 
in which all participants have a voice. 

Joint—As used in this paper, and generally 
among the Armed Forces, connotes activities, 
operations, organizations, etc., in which ele- 
ments of more than one Service of the Na- 
tional Military Establishment participate. 

Military—aA term used in its broadest sense 
meaning of or pertaining to war or the af- 
fairs of war, whether Army, Navy or Air 
Force. 

Naval Campaign—aAn operation or a con- 
nected series of operations conducted essen- 
tially by naval forces including all surface, 
sub-surface, air, amphibious, and Marines, for 
the purpose of. gaining, extending, or main- 
taining control of the sea. 

Operation—-A military action, or the carry- 
ing out of a military mission, strategic, tacti- 
eal, service, training, or administrative; the 
process of carrying on combat on land, on 
sea, or in the air, including movement, sup- 
ply, attack, defense, and maneuvers needed to 
gain the objectives of any battle or campaign. 

Strategic Air Operations—Air operations 
contributing to the conduct of strategic air 
warfare. 

Strategic Air Warfare—Air combat and sup- 
porting operations designed to effect, through 
the systematic application of force to a se- 
lected series of vital targets, the progressive 
destruction and disintegration of the enemy’s 
war-making capacity to a point where he no 
longer retains the ability or the will to wage 
war. Vital targets may include key manufac- 
turing systems, sources of raw material, criti- 
eal material, stock piles, power systems, trans- 
Portation systems, communications facilities, 
concentrations of uncommitted elements of 
enemy armed forces, key agricultural areas, 
and other such target systems.

The Department of the Air Force con- 
firmed reports this week that the 82d 
Fighter Group has been transferred from 
Manchester, N. H., to an unannounced 
basv in Alaska. 

The 82d is part of the Strategic Air 
Command and has been transferred to 
Alaska for a training operation and a 
test of operational efficiency. The group 
is equipped with North American P-51’s. 
Details of the operation as well as their 
Alaskan base is described by the Air 
Forces as “classified.”

Board, two separate boards, are operating 
for the sole purpose of collecting and 
evaluating information on infantry and 
airborne doctrine and techniques, and pre- 
paring studies which are processed to 
Army Ground Forces Headquarters. These 
boards call on officers of the Academic 
Department for comments concerning the 
subjects in question, and are assisted by 
AGF Board No. 3 in arriving at their con- 
clusions concerning matters of equipment. 

Air entry into ground combat will 
eventually become routine. When large 
scale air logistical support becomes prac- 
ticable, large scale ground operations can 
be both initiated by air and maintained 
by air. In any case, air movement will be 
an increasingly valuable preliminary to 
the ground combat of the future, and 
therefore all possibilities in this field are 
being explored. 

The Infantry School remains the heart 
of The Infantry Center. The mission of 
the school is to teach, and the Academic 
Department has this assignment. The De- 
partment is directed by Brig. Gen. Whit- 
field P. Shepard, Assistant Commandant, 
and is so organized that each instructor 
therein carries wide responsibility. Bach 
instructor, in addition to his usual in- 
structional duties, is charged with the 
preparation of and review of all infantry 
matters in his field—in effect, he can be 
said to be a basic staff agency of the De- 
partment of the Army, as well as being the 
primary source of residential and non- 
residential instruction. This organization 
goes far towards insuring that infantry 
doctrine and training is sound and is co- 
ordinated at the working level, and that it 
reflects the ideas of experienced infantry- 
men in all components throughout the 
country. 

As a natural result of the existing short- 
age of trained combat units in the United 
States, The Infantry Center has assumed 
many functions formerly carried on by 
the troop units themselves. Unlike any 
other branch, the infantry today is denied 
a current proving ground for its doctrine 
or its concepts. Consequently our basic 
doctrine must remain sound—as sound as 
it was proved to be in the last war, and as 
sound as we can make it for any war in 
the future. This means that our basic 
vital problem is the reaffirmation, more 
strongly than ever before, of the proved 
principles of war. Supplementing this, 
The Infantry School and Army Ground 
Forces Board No. 3 are jointly exploiting 
the latest thoughts in equipment and 
techniques, with a view to developing 
greater firepower, mobility, and protec- 
tion for combat troops.

Civilian Duty During Furlough 

The Comptroller General has ruled that 
in figuring dual compensation it is the 
combined rates of compensation that must 
be taken into consideration and not the 
total payment received during a stated 
period. The decision was rendered in the 
case of Donald C. Hineman, an Army 
corporal, who, while on a 30-day furlough, 
was engaged in Federal work. The official 
digest of the decision follows: 

The fact that the duration of the civilian 
employment of an Army enlisted man while 
on furlough was of necessity limited to his 
furlough period may not be regarded as 
expressly restricting the civilian compensa- 
tion to such a limited amount as when 
added to his Army pay would not exceed 
the $2,000 per annum dual compensation 
restriction of the act of May 10, 1916, as 
amended, so as to except the enlisted man 
from the general rule that the combined 
rates of compensation are for consideration 
in determining whether the receipt of two 
salaries exceeds the statutory limitation, and 
not the aggregate compensation actually re- 
ceived in any particular year. 

The holding of a civilian Federal position 
while receiving active-duty pay as a member 
of the armed forces is incompatible with 
military duty, actual or potential, notwith- 
standing that the individual may have been 
on furlough from the armed forces during 
the period of employment, 
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ECRETARY of Defense Forrestal; 

Secretary of the Army Royall; As-

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Oppose Press Censorship 

Representatives of the nation’s press, 
radio and motion picture industry this 
week told Secretary Forrestal that they 
did not believe that any type of censorship 
in peacetime is workable or desirable in 
the public interest. 

The statement came in the form of a 
report submitted to the Secretary by a 
sub-committee of a group appointed by 
Mr. Forrestal which represented all forms 
of information media. The group was 
asked for advice on preventing informa- 
tion which might endanger the United 
States from being given to any potential 
enemy. The Secretary emphasized his con- 
cern with respect to the security of tech- 
nical information, facts about new devel- 
opments and weapons and any military 
techniques the knowledge of which would 
be of value to hostile powers and thus 
detrimental to the future security of this 
country. : 

“We do believe,” the group stated, “that 
consciousness of the fact that security of 
the nation could be compromised by care- 
less or premeditated publication of class- 
ified information on technical, scientific 
developments should impose an effective 
restrain on all responsible media of public 
information.”

Labor disputes this week loomed larger 
as factors in the securities markets, while 
the commodities exchanges were irregu- 
lar to jittery because of rumors of in- 
creased Government purchases of grains 
for export under the European Recovery 
Plan. 

The nearly one-month-old stoppage in 
the bituminous coal fields has cut into 
steel production to a point that has 
seriously slowed output of automobiles, 
trucks, tractors and other similar prod- 
ucts, but at this time there is no reflection 
of the slow-up in prices of securities in 
these lines. 

Commodity markets have seen some 
downward breaks because of the continu- 
ing strike in the meat packing industry, 
but cotton has made small gains during 
the week. Reports that the Government 
would shortly be in the market for wheat 
and other grains sent prices up a few 
days, but breaks back to the days’ open- 
ings usually came within a matter of 
hours. 

Despite a strike of clerical and floor 
employes of the New York Stock and 
Curb Wxchanges, dealings at both ran at 
high levels during the week, averaging 
better than 1,200,000 shares daily, a gain 
of about 200,000 shares over the daily 


average of two weeks ago. 


Oil stocks have been the most active 
during the week, leading a market that 

in be said to be on the upswing, while 
rails came to the front after about two 
weeks of relative slowness. 

Meanwhile, there is an indication that 
most_ markets will remain firm, possibly 
registering some advances in anticipation 
of a vastly stepped-up Government buy- 
ing to implement the foreign relief pro- 
gram. 

Still another factor which gives in- 
vestors a cheerful outlook is the evident 
intent of the Administration to take legal 
steps under the Taft-Hartley Law to get 
the coal miners back into the pits.

Merchant Marine 

The turmoil over shipments of Amer- 
ican goods to Russia took on a little more 
“down-to-earth” aspect this week when 
Commodore R. C. Lee, executive vice-pres- 
ident of Moore-MceCormack Lines, de- 
scribed the shipments as of a general 
nature, the same as have been going to 
Russia over the past 20 years. He also 
minimized their value and volume. 

Moore-McCormack handles all Russian- 
flug ships serving American ports, and 
according to Commodore Lee, only about 
15,000 tons a month have been leaving for 
the Soviet Union during the past year. 
Russian ships have been bringing in car- 
goes of platinum, furs, manganese, fish, 
eaviar, chrome, nickel and similar com- 
modities, he said. 

Shipbuilding personnel today employed 
in the nation’s shipyards is not enough 
to meet the national security needs of 
the United States, according to H. Gerrish 
Smith, president of the Shipbuilders’ 
Council of America, who states that noth- 
ing has come of the various post-war ship- 
building programs, and adds that the 
recent orders placed for 23 large tankers 
will have little effect on the shipyard situ- 
ution because they will be of similar de- 
sign, and their construction will not 
bring into play the broad, diversified tech- 
nical skills required for a balanced in- 
dustry ready for any emergency. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Smith, only fifty ocean-going 
merchant ships, with an aggregate ton- 
nage of 286,478 gross tons were built in 
private yards of America last year. In 
1946, eighty-seven ships, aggregating 
669,454 tons, were built in the United 
States. Nineteen of last year’s total were 
built for foreign owners, he said. 

The Maritime Commission’s Tramp 
Shipping Committee held hearings re- 
cently to secure information and: data 
from all interested parties regarding the 
creation of a subsidized American tramp 
fleet. Spokesmen favoring such a govern- 
ment-aided adjunct to the liner fleet were 
heard together with those opposed. 

The Maritime Commission has _ re- 
quested charterers of war-built vessels to 
furnish affidavits not later than this week 
setting forth whether they directly or in- 
directly operate or charter foreign ships, 


or 
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According to size and length of time 
of loan. 
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or charter ships to foreign ship operators 
as well as other pertinent information 
as to their relationships to any person or 
company interested in such activities, 


Fifty-four nations have signed the 
new International Trade Organization 
Charter, Designed to break down com- 
mercial barriers and to free the inter. 
change of goods, the ITO charter is seep 
as being favored by all but the nations 
withm the Russian sphere. Wide public. 
ity given recent shipments to Russia has 
led the Government to press for a stricter 
export license control. 

With the announcement of the purchase 
of six Victory Ships, the United States 
Lines fleet rose to 101 vessels this week. 
Of these, 53 are freighters on charter and 
two others are chartered passenger liners, 
The six Victories will cost $5,275,000, 
with cash payment of one-quarter of the 
purchase price and the balance covered 
by 17-year mortgages held by the Mari- 
time Commission. 





Military Justice Bill 


The Elston Bill to revise the Army 
court martial system, which was passed 
by the House in January and referred to 
the Senate Committee on Armed Serv- 
ices, is a “step in the right direction” but 
“fails to go far enough,” according to an 
article in the current issue of the Colum- 
bia Law Review by Mr. Leonard M. Wall- 
stein, jr. 

“Specifically,” Mr. Wallstein says, “the 
bill does not protect military justice from 
command domination or insure represei- 
tation by trained defense counsel.” 

Mr. Wallstein, who served in the Judge 
Advocate General’s Department in 
World War II, is secretary of the Special 
Committee on Military Justice of the As- 
sociation of the Bar of the City of New 
York.

Personnel who 
have not been tendered permanent commis- 
sions and whose permanent status is enlisted 
or acting warrant, who are presently serving 
in temporary commissioned grade of Ensign 
or above, and Reserve officers on active duty, 
may also if they desire apply for permanent 
warrant appointment at this time and will 
be given consideration provided applications 
are received by 10 April. No applications for 
promotion to permanent chief warrant grade 
will be submitted at this time, Above action is 
for purpose of effecting permanent warrant 
appointments without disturbing present tem- 
porary grades pending further service and 
budgetary considerations relative permanent 
chief warrant and other commissioned officer 
allowances.”

A program to insure the fullest utiliza- 
tion of Army Reserve Officers who are 
professionally engaged in. research and 
development, was presented this week in 
the Pentagon to a group of Reserve and 
Regular Army Officers responsible for 
keeping this country in the forefront of 
new weapon and scientific developments. 

Under the plan drawn up by the Scien- 
tific Manpower Section, Research and De- 
velopment Group of the Army’s Logistics 
Division, Organized Reserve Officers with 
research and development training and 
experience will be able to utilize their 
highly technical skills during their active 
duty training assignments in the Army 
and in group projects while on inactive 
duty. In the event of emergency they 
would be available for mobilization with 
a minimum of waste motion. 

To arouse and hold the interest of this 
type of personnel, for the most part re- 
search executives, laboratory scientists, 
educators, and engineers, the Organized 
Reserve Research and Development 
Group offers them something from which 
they will benefit as individuals and at 
the same time enable them to make real 
on to the security of the na- 
tion, 

The Army also will benefit materially 
from the program by having at its dis- 
posal an invaluable reservoir of the best 
scientific and engineering brains, talent, 
and experience in the country. 

The first purely research and develop- 
ment Organized Reserve Group was 
organized on an experimental basis about 
a year ago by Brig. Gen. Norman M. 
Lack (Reserve) and Reserve Officers lo- 
cated in the vicinity of Wilmington, Dela. 
Members of the Group are professional 
research chemists drawn from the large 
chemical and powder plants in and 
around Wilmington, and educators from 
the nearby University of Delaware. This 
Group has been so successful that 
numerous requests have been received by 
the Army for permission to set up similar 
Groups throughout the country. 

Many of those who are Reserve Offi- 
cers and have evinced strong interest in 
this program met 26 March with Maj. 
Gen. Anthony C. McAuliffe, Deputy Di- 
rector of Logistics for Research and De- 
velopment; Maj.

Weather for Jets 

A new system of radio-telephone com- 
munication which permits direct conver- 
sation between forecasters and pilots has 
been inaugurated by Air Weather Service 
to furnish faster weather advice to high- 
speed jet aircraft of the U. 8. Air Force. 

The system is being installed to meet 
problems created by the rapid fuel con- 
sumption and high speeds of jet planes. 

It is pointed out that properly timed 
weather briefing is of critical importance 
to the jet pilot, in fact, knowledge of the 
weather situation which will exist at the 
destination at the exact time of arrival 
is vital. 
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Army Leaders Discuss 


Personnel and Housing 


Detailed discussions with respect to the 
procurement of personnel, both officer 
and enlisted, for the proposed expansion 
of the Army, housing problems and pres- 
ent personnel and Administrative prob- 
lems highlighted sessions of the four-day 
meeting held this week between General 
Omar N. Bradley, Army Chief of Staff, 
and his top-ranking field commanders in 
the United States. 

The first of its kind called by General 
Bradley since he assumed his post of 
Chief of Staff, the meeting presented an 
opportunity for a general round-table dis- 
cussion and presentations by various 
Army staff divisions and Chief of Serv- 
ices. Phases of the discussions pertaining 
to future expansion of the Army were 
confined to “planning” talks and were 
all presented upon estimates of what 
could be done within the range of Con- 
gressional appropriations. Some plans, 
however, are taking actual shape and can 
be put into operation immediately. 

High in priority among the present 
problems facing Army planners today is 
the question of housing. According to 
General Jacob L. Devers, Chief, Army 
Field Forces, every possible step will be 
taken to secure the best living conditions 
for Army personnel from enlisted levels 
on upward. General Devers is of the 
opinion that present housing facilities 
are deplorable in most instances, a fact 
which has caused both enlisted men and 
officers to separate from their families 
for long terms of duty. The Chief of the 
Army Field Forces told General Bradley 
that it is impossible to sustain proper 
morale among service personnel while 
forced separation from their families is 
part and parcel of their Army existence. 

Plans for expansion of the Armed 
forces to authorized strength, were dis- 
eussed. It is understood such expansion 
will automatically mean the creation of 
another corps in addition to that already 
in existence. Present facilities and equip- 
ment it is believed are adequate to ac- 
commodate an expanded force even in the 
event of both selective service or Uni- 
versal Military Training. 

Administrative problems are beginning 
to take shape according to plan. Army 
representatives will continue to press for 
legislation making the WAC a permanent 
part of the Regular Army and it is in- 
dicated that the Legislative Liaison Di- 
vision will continue its efforts in this di- 
rection despite the overwhelming 
rejection of the proposal by the House 
Committee on Armed Services. — 

The integration of negro troops into the 
various segments of the military will con- 
tinue as it has in the past, é.e., one negro 
unit to a regiment with two additional 
white units. 

At a press conference held 31 March, 
General Devers told newsmen that plans 
for the enlargement of the Army would 
mean no lowering of personnel standards. 
He explained further that he meant 
standards would be lower than those set 
up in World War I, but that in the final 
analysis careful screening would ac- 
complish the best utilization of manpower 
possible. 

“For instance,” he said, “I have no ob- 
jection to taking into the Army a one- 
legged man or a man with any other simi- 
lar physical defect. There are jobs for 
all and we intend to find them.” 

Asked what his views would be con- 
cerning the enlisting of the so-called 
sub-standard individual—that is one who 
is illiterate—General Devers declared 
that plans were under way in this con- 
nection, also for a training program which 
would bring such individuals up to re- 
cruiting standards. 

General Mark W. Clark, Commander 
of the Sixth Army, told reporters that he 
had been working closely with Admiral 
Olendorf on plans for the unified defense 
of the West Coast Area. 

Asked concerning the political situa- 
tion in Italy, General Clark said that he, 
like most of the men who fought in the 
Italian theater of war, was much con- 
cerned with respect to the Italian political 
problem. 

“If the Communists win this coming 
election,” he said, “it is my frank opinion 








that 25,000 American men will have died 
in vain.” 

He said that all Army personnel had 
done everything in their power to counter- 
act communistic propaganda. 

On the question of the Army’s ability 
to handle a sudden increase in personnel, 
as might result from the passing of a 
selective service law, General Devers told 
the conference that in addition to having 
already adequate equipment and facili- 
ties it would also be possible to reopen 
some of the war-time camps for addi- 
tional accommodations, 

“We could draw upon the Reserves, 
the National Guard, the ROTC, and re- 
activate the OCS if we needed officers,” 
he said. 

Those attending the four-day sessions 
in addition to Generals Devers and Clark 
included: General Courtney H. Hodges, 
Commander, First Army; General 
Thomas T. Handy, Commander, Fourth 
Army; Lt. Gen. Leonard T. Gerow, Com- 
mander, Second Army; Lt. Gen. Alvan 
C, Gillem, Commander, Third Army; Lt.

Women in Navy 


The policy of keeping enlisted women 
on duty in the Navy was outlined this 
week by the Navy. Department in an 
ALSTACON, the text of which follows: 

“The Navy desires to continue, within 
budgetary limitations, a number of enlisted 
women on active duty during fiscal year end- 
ing 36 June 1949. Final Congressional author- 
ization has not yet been obtained permitting 
retention of women in postwar Navy, This 
authority for voluntary extensions by mem- 
bers of the Women’s Reserve will permit 
trained personnel to remain on active duty 
until the place of women in the postwar 
Navy can be determined. Accordingly all ac- 
tivities having enlisted women on board will 
disseminate the information contained in this 
ALSTACON to them, request applications for 
voluntary retention on active duty until 30 
June 1949 and report on or before 20 April 
1948 to their respective personnel accounting 
offices total number of applicants by rating 
and pay grade, Personnel accounting offices 
will forward by dispatch summary of reports 
received to BuPers attention Pers-215 to arrive 
in bureau by 1 May 1948 referencing this 
ALSTACON. 

“In accordance with this ALSTACON you 
are hereby authorized to accept for retention 
all V-10 applicants for continued active duty 
until 30 June 1949 provided that conduct and 
proficiency in rating marks are such as to 
justify further retention. Record of acceptance 
with signed statement shall be entered on 
page nine of service record referencing this 
ALSTACON, 

“The provisions of this ALSTACON do not 
apply to enlisted women serving on active 
duty in Naval Reserve billets under Naval 
Reserve appropriation. 

“All applicants shall be informed that as- 
signments to duty will be governed by needs 
of the service and not by desire of individual. 
Requests contingent on specific duty at spe- 
cific stations, pay and subsistence, leave, etc., 
will not be considered. 

“Requests for discharge or release to inac- 
tive duty in the Naval Reserve before 30 June 
1949 after voluntary acceptance of retention 
until that date will be approved in accord- 
ance with the policies of the administration 
of the Women’s Reserve USNR NavPers 
15085. Requests for discharge or release to 
inactive duty other than those mentioned in 
the above policies will be considered in ac- 
cordance with the needs of the service. 

“The release or discharge of enlisted wom- 
en not submitting application for retention 
under this ALSTACON will be the subject of 
a separate directive.” 





Synthetic Fuel Plants ~ 

The President has sent to Congress a 
request for a supplemental appropriation 
of $1,500,000 for the Corps of Engineers 
in the Department of the Army, fiscal year 
1949. 

According to the Bureau of the Budget, 
this will allow the Engineers “to conduct 
nation-wide geographic studies and site 
surveys to determine suitable locations 
for production plants using data devel- 
oped in pilot plants constructed under 
authority of Public Law 443, 80th Con- 
gress. This law “extended the authoriza- 
tion of the Department of the Interior 
to construct and operate pilot synthetic- 
fuel plants as part of its program to de- 
velop an adequate source of synthetic fuel 
for the security of the United States.”

Air Force Uniforms 


The House this week passed and sent 
to the Senate the First Deficiency Appro- 
priation Bill, H. R. 6055, carrying $10,- 
000,000 for the purchase of a distinctive 
uniform for the U. 8. Air Foree. Original 
estimates called for $26,670,000, but the 
Appropriations Committee recommended 
the lower sum. 

In reporting the Bill to the House, the 
Committee said departmental officials had 
agreed the original estimate could be 
“drastically” reduced by changing the 
basis of distribution of the new uniform 
to a more gradual change-over without 
losing any of the advantages to be gained. 
The $10,000,000 will be a sufficient amount 
to carry the program the remainder of 
the year, the Committee concluded. 

At Committee hearings on 25 Feb., Lt. 
Gen. BE. W. Rawlings, Comptroller, USAF, 
pointed out that because the present type 
Army uniforms now on hand would be 
used until worn out, the actual net cost 
of the program to the tax-payers would 
be about $2,500,000. 

Other witnesses before the Committee 
put the cost of the new clothing at about 
$180 per man, but said the out-of-pocket 
cost would actually be about $8 per man 
because there would be the continuing 
cost of getting replacement uniforms of 
the present style. 

Itemized costs were placed at $20 for 
the coat; blue jacket, $15; poplin shirt, 
$2.40; wool trousers, $7.98 and overcoat, 
$37.94. 

The basis of issue for the’ Air Force 
uniform is substantially the same as pre- 
scribed for the Army, with no contem- 
plated change for the basic summer uni- 
form, General Rawlings testified. 

Col. A. L. Marshall, Chief, Fiseal Di- 
vision, Office of the QMG, testified that 
delivery of the uniforms would begin in 
1949, but that entire delivery would not 
be effected until the first part of fiscal 
1950. The stated time for the procurement 
is from 12 to 18 months, he continued, 
adding that the Air Force would be fur- 
nished the regular Army uniform until 
such time as delivery of the new uniform 
is made. 

Maj. Gen. W. H. Middleswart, Assistant 

to the QMG, estimated that it would take 
about 18 months to get the Air Force into 
the new garb. This estimate is predicated 
upon funds being available -within a 
month or two in order that purchases of 
cloth could begin and patterns be devel- 
oped. 
Officers, who purchase their own uni- 
forms, would not adopt the new dress 
until all enlisted men have the new uni- 
form, General Middleswart said. 

General Hoyt 8S. Vandenberg, Vice Chief 
of Staff of the Air Force, described 
the uniform as being of exactly the same 
weight as the Army uniform, and of a 
color similar to that of the RAF, but of 
a bluer cast. 

Enlisted men’s uniforms and officers’ 
uniforms are identical except for the in- 
signia of rank, General Vandenberg said, 
adding, they are cut from the same pat- 
tern, have the same buttons, jacket, blouse 
and trousers. 

Other details of the new uniform 
brought out at the hearings included: 
cloth is identical with present Army uni- 
form, weighing 18 ounces per yard; the 
Eisenhower jacket is the same; coat is 
identical with the exception that it has 
a slightly different pocket, and that each 
soldier of the Air Corps will be issued a 
jacket, a coat and three pairs of trousers. 
This issue with replacements of two 
jackets should last about 4 years, Lt. Col. 
J. E. Baker, Chief, Clothing and Equipage 
Branch, Office of the QMG, estimated. 

Change-over to the new uniforms would 
be on a station-by-station basis, Secre- 
tary of the Air Force W. Stuart Syming- 
ton told the Committee. 

The new Air Force uniform cannot be 
manufactured and distributed on an Air 
Force-wide basis until the fall of 1949, 
at which time it will be prescribed for 
duty wear, according to General Carl 
Spaatz, Chief of Staff, USAF. 

According to General Spaatz it will 
consist of a plain-front jacket with blouse 
back, a single-breasted coat without belt, 
with bellows pockets (for duty or dress 
wear), and trousers in a matching shade 
of Uxbridge blue( similar to RAF blue). 

The buttons on the coat, a new design 
with the Air Force seal, and the letters 
U. 8. on the lapel, will be of oxidized 
silver. The cap, very similar to that now 





worn, will have a cover of the same ma- 
terial as the uniform but with a visor 
and chin strap of dull black leather. Shoes 
and socks will be black. Shirt will be a 
lighter shade of blue than the uniform 
and the tie a dark blue. Insignia of rank 
for officers will be identical to that now 
worn. 

Grade insignia for enlisted men will be 
a new design upon which final decisiop 
has not been made. The summer uniform 
will be khaki or tropical worsted as now 
worn, but the cap visor, shoes, necktie, 
buttons, etc., will be the same as described 
above. 





Atomic Funds Increased 


The House Appropriations Committee 
this week approved an increase of $150,- 
000,000 in funds for the Atomic Energy 
Commission for the remainder of the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, including the 
sum in H. R. 6055, First Deficiency Ap 
propriation Bill for 1948. 

In recommending House approval of 
the appropriation, the Committee said 
it would admonish the Atomic Energy 
Commission “to move forward with all 
possible speed in its research programs, 
both in the wartime and peacetime uses 
of the newly discovered secrets.” 

Mr. Carroll L. Wilson, General Man- 
ager of the Commission, testifying before 
the Committee on 28 Feb., said the addi- 
tional funds are needed for the accom- 
plishment of four program goals which 
he gave as meeting the Armed Forces 
requirements for atomic weapons; to in- 
crease substantially the production of 
fissionable materials; expanded research 
activities, and to meet the compelling 
needs of housing and town facilities in 
the atomic development projects at Han- 
ford, Wash., Los Alamos, N. M., and Oak 
Ridge, Tenn. 

Of the immediate program of weapon 
development and production, Mr. Wilson 
said it involved continuing research and 
the construction of new production facili- 
ties to assure output at the level required 
“to promote the national defense and 
security.” 





Air Force Day 


The date for observing Air Force Day 
has been changed from 1 Aug., as 
practiced in previous years, to 18 Sept. 
The August date commemorated the 
establishment of the Air Service as a divi- 
sion in the old Signal Corps, while the 
18 September date marks the anniversary 
of the setting up of the U. S. Air Force as 
an independent organization. 


Increase Defense Funds 

In a letter to Speaker of the House 
Martin this week, President Truman gave 
formal approval to the $3,000,000,000 in- 
crease in the defense budget as recom- 
mended recently by Secretary Forrestal. 

The President’s letter, in general terms, 
said that formal budget estimates on the 
proposed increase would come along 
later. 





Permanent Generals 
Representative Andrews, chairman of 
the House Committee on Armed Services, 
this week introduced legislation to 
authorize the appointment of General 
Omar N. Bradley and General Carl 
Spaatz in the permanent grade of general. 





Urges Industrial Mobilization 


Mr. Bernard Baruch, testifying this 
week before the Senate Committee on 
Armed Services, urged the immediate 
adoption of a total plan for industrial 
and economic mobilization. : 

Mr. Baruch also suggested the appoint- 
ment of an official to watch the impact of 
partial mobilization on the national 
economy and to maintain a constant in- 
ventory to balance national commitments 
against national resources. 

The witness gave strong support to the 
President's recommendations for Univer- 
sal Military Training and Selective Set 
vice. od 
Also supporting UMT and Selective 
Service were Mr. Charles B. Wilson, 
president of General Electric Corpora- 
tion; Mrs. Leslie Wright, of the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs; Brig. 
Gen. R. A. Evans, executive director of 
the Reserve Officers’ Association ; Sena- 
tor Lodge, and many others. Opposition 
was expressed by Mrs. Pearl Buck. 
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
